472.30 was reduced by the Board of Esti- 
mate ahd Apportionment by $2,347,454.53. 

The committe; in detailing the plan for 
the apportionment of the reduced allow- 
ahoe, expresses its regret at the curtail- 
ment of the work thus made necessary, and 
neCtommends not only an appeal to the 
Board of Aldermen for a grant sufficient 
tO meet the deficiencies indicated, but also 
to the Legislature for an increase of the 
Statutory allowance, applicable to the 
school fund, from 3 mills to 3% mills, it 
‘haying been shown, according to ‘the 
opinion of the committee, that the reduc- 
tion from 4 mills to 3 mills was greater 
than the necessities of the school system 
can permit.

LINER’S CREW REFUSED 
TO AID HELPLESS BARK 


Hohenzollern’s Captain Reproached 
Men for Cowardice. 


Crew Said That They Were Steamboat 
Sailors and Could Not Help to Man 
a Sailing Vessel. 


The North German Lloyd liner Hohenzol- 
lern was nearing Nantucket before dawn 
on Monday morning when a batk was sight- 
ed flying signals of distress. Wheh the 
liner came nearer the Captain of the dis- 
abled vessel shouted that he wanted some 
men to help him navigate his ship. Capt. 
Miessel of the Hohenzollern lined up his 
crew and called for volunteers, but not a 
man would offer his services. 

It was about 2:30 o'clock in the morning 
when the disabled vessel was sighted from 
the Hohenzollern, which was in-bound from 
Genoa and Mediterranean ports, and about 
200 miles east of Nantucket Lightship. The 
Weather was extremely rough. The wind, 
blowing at half a gale, raised great seas 
which tossed the big steamship about like 
a cork. When the bark was sighted her 
mizzen mast was hanging over the side, 
and men could be seen on her deck clear- 
ing away the wreckage with axes. Tke 
ship's mainmast had been entirely carried 
away with all the sails. A few shreds of 
forward canvas were all that she had left 
with which to work. 

As the Hohenzollern neared the bark the 
Captain was seen standing lashed to the 
wheel down aft and making every effort 
to keep the giant seas which constantly 
broke over his vegsel from swamping her.

Baltimore and Ohio Train 
in Frightiul Crash. 


OVER THREESCORE INJURED 


Of This Number Eighteen May 
Die—Every Passenger in the 
Smoking Car Killed.

CONNELLSVILLE, Penn., Dec. 23.—One 


of the worst wrecks in the history of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad occurred at 
7:45 o'clock to-night at Laurel Run, eight 
miles west of Connellsville, on the Pittsburg 
DivisionAf the Baltimore and Ohio. The 
** Duquesne Limited,” the fastest train on 
the road, was wrecked, killing sixty out- 
right, fatally injuring eighteen, and slightly 
injuring more than fifty. 

The wreck was caused by the breaking of 
the casings on a carload of. bridge tim- 
bers on a freight train that passed Laurel 
Run not more than fifteen minutes before 
the arrival of the limited, The freight pro- 
ceeded without noticing the accident, and 
the express train, running at a speed of 
more than sixty miles an hour, crashed into 
the timbers before the engineer even had 
time to apply the emergency brakes. 

The baggage car was thrown over the 
embankment into the Youghiogheny River, 
and the smoker, which contained more than 
forty passengers, was thrown over the en- 
gine. The steam dome of the efigine was 
broken, and the escaping steam and water 
filled the car, scalding the passengers. 

Every occupant of the car was dead be- 
fore the rescuers reached the scene of 
the wreck. The train contained six cars, 
one baggage, one smoker, one sleeper, and 
a dining car, all of which were badly 
wrecked. Engineer William Thornley and 
Fireman Cook were caught the 
wrecked engine and cannot be extricated 
for several hours. The tracks are complete- 
ly torn up, and traffic over the road can- 
not be entirely resumed for at least a day. 

\ Nearly all the passengers in the smoker 
were bound for Philadelphia. .Many of them 
were to take passage on an ocean Jlinér ! 
on Saturday for the old country. Not one 
of these escaped alive.

A peculiar feature of the accident is the | 
fact that not a woman was more than} 
slightly injured. 

The wreck o¢curred on a curve, and it 
was impossible for Engineer Thornley to 
see far enough ahead to detect the ob- 
struction on the tracks. The big type 
engine plunged into the timbers at a ve- 
locity of sixty miles an hour. j 

The smoker was packed to its utmost } 
capacity and all the passengers were cooked 
alive. ; 

Baggagemaster Thomas J. Baum of Ha- 
zelwood, who was on the wrecked train, 
proved himself a hero. With his head and 
body frightfully cut, he managed to crawl 
from the wreckage, and, groping his way 
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i 
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| 
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along in darkness, flagged the west-bound 
passenger train, No. 49.. He had nothing 
withverhich to flag the train except matches 
and these he made use of in his,desperation 
by taking off his coat.and setting fire to it. 

He stopped the train in time to prevent 
it from plunging into the wreck and adding 
further horror to an already indescribable 
disaster. Baum collapsed when he saw 
he had succeeded, and when the engine 
stopped he was lying within a few feet 
of it. 

An operator at “ Vr’ Tower on the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad, across 
the Youghiogheny River was the first t 
send word of the accident and to call for 
relfef. 

He was watching the Duquesque Lim- 
ited as it was speeding along the Balti- 
more and Ohio tracks across the river. 
We saw the cars pile high in the air and 
then sink back on the- tracks, 

The screams of th2 injured and dying 
were plainly heard. In another second he 
was sending word to the railroad officials 
at Dawson and Connellsville. 

For more than five hundred feet, both 
the east ad west bound: tracks are torn 
up. The engine was completely demolished 
and the big 7,000-gallon tank on the tender 
was thrown a hundred feet ahead of the 
other wreckage. The baggage car was 
thrown into the river, but was only slightly 
wrecked. 

All the cars were derailed, and the trucks 
of all except the diner were torn completely 
from underneath the cars. Few people 
were badly hurt in the Pullman cars, and 
the diners, although few escaped without 
at least someinjury. 

As soon as the wreck was reported in 
Connellsville all the available physicians 
were summoned, including Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad physicians. 

A special train was made up and taken 
in charge by General Superintendent S. C. 
Sims and Superintendent J. F. Irwin of the 
Pittsburg Division. The relief train was 
run at full speed, and the Scene of the 
wreck ‘was reached about 9 o'clock. 

Hardly had the bodies of the dead been 
removed from the coaches until thieves be- 
gan robbing the dead of jewelry and 
money. Special officers were deputized, 
and with the aid of the Baltimore and 
Ohio police force and Connellsville officers 
the work of the ghouls was stopped. Sev- 
eral persons are under suspicion and ar- 
rests will follow to-morrow.

SAVANNAH, Dec. 23.—Judge Pope Bar- 
row of the Superior Court was seized with 
vertigo while trying a case this afternoon. 
The Judge fell into the arms of an attend- 
ant, and was assisted to his home, where 
he died to-night 

Judge Barrow ‘descended from a Colonial 
family, and was in his sixty-fourth year. 
In 1882 he was elected by the Legislature 
to fill the unexpired term of the late B. H.

MOBBED BY GIRL STRIKERS. 


Police Would Not Draw Clubs and Riot- 
ers Had Their Way. 


Special to The New York Times. 

“HAZLETON, Penn., Dec. 23.—Thé girls’ 
strike at the Duplan Silk Company's mill, 
where 300 operators quit work three weeks 
ago because of a reductson in wages, cul- 
minated to-day in a riot, in which eleven 
girl strike breakers were violently attacked 
by 200 strikers. 

As a result of the demonstration the man- 
ager of the Duplan Company announced to- 
night that operations at the mill would be 
suspended indefinitely and that it was prob- 
able the corporation, which has its head- 
quarters in Paris, France, would remove en- 
tirely from this city as soon as the Direct- 
ors could meet and act. 

To-day’s riot took place almost in front of 
the City Hall. Sixteen girls, escorted by 
Chief of Police Ferry and Policeman Mc- 
Dermott, were set upon by a mob with 
such fury, that Sheriff Jacobs and seven 
deputies, who were on ceaale at the mill, 
hastened’ to the scene and charged the 
mob. But they were as powerless to cope 
with the strikers as the two policemen, The 
officers did not care to draw clubs on the 
girl strikers, and the riot continued for an 
hour, when nearly all the strike breakers 
had been chased to their homes. 


NEW. ENGLAND OLNEY BOOM. 


Massachusetts Democrats Seek for Or- 
ganized Effort in His Behalf. 


BOSTON, Dec. 23.—Richard Olney’s can- 
didacy for the Democratic nomination for 
President of the United States will be of- 
ficially indorsed by the State Committee 
at its meeting to be held in January. 

Congressman McNary, the Chairman of 
the State Committee, said to-day that he 
would introduce a resolution at the meet- 
ing of the State organization indorsing Mr.

William McAdoo, who was Assistant Sec 
retary of the Navy under President Cleve- 
land, and is one of the best-known Demo- 
crats of the country, will be at the head of 
the Police Department in the new city ad- 
ministration, according to an announcement 
rg by. Mayor-elect McClellan last even- 
ng. 

At the same time Col. McClellan an- 
nounced the appointments of Maurice 
Featherson to be Commissioner of the De- 
partment of Docks and Ferries, and of 
Messrs. Hertle and Black to be the Com- 
missioners of Accounts, Featherson suc- 
ceeding McDougall Hawkes, Hertle going 
back tg the place which he held under 
Mayor Van Wyck, which was filled during 
a part of the Low administration by Will- 
iam Hepburn Rusgell, and Black taking the 
lace now held by Edward Owen, who in 
all probability will take the place of chief 
clerk in the department;“which he held un- 
der Mayor Strong. 

Conferences were held yesterday between 
the Mayor-elect, Charles F. Murphy, and 
State Senator Patrick Henry McCarren 0? 
Brooklyn before the appointments were an- 
nounced, and it was decided to go ahead 
with the original plan and place Mr. Mc- 
Adoo at the head of the department, on 
which so much depends. In this connec- 
tion it was said last night by prominent 
Tammany men that Mr. McAdoo would be 
untrammelled in every sense as Commis- 
sioner, and that his rule at 300 Mulberry 
Street would be supreme, subject only to 
review and suggestion by the Mayor-elect. 

By general understanding all talk of John 
mek wryoe> was dropped last night in con- 
nection with the first deputyship, and the 
name of Thomas F. McAvoy, an ex-In- 
spector of Police and the present Tammany 
leader in the Twenty-third Assembly Dis- 
trict, was taken up. 

it is the general belief that. Mr. McAvoy, 
being familiar with police affairs fromthe 
beginning to the end, will become a promi- 
nent figure in the department and will be 
the right-hand man of Commissioner Me« 
Adoo. The appointment of Henry F. Hag- 
gerty, law partner of State Senator Patrick 
H. McCarren of Brooklyn, to be Deputy 
for Brooklyn, also is generally anticipated, 
althcugh there was much. talk last night 
that Mr. Haggerty wanted to go into some 
less conspicuous position, for instance, that 
ef Charities Commissioner, and to allow 
James H. ban to take the Deputy Police. 
Commissioners ip for that borough. ‘ 

Since street railway interests have inter- 
posed in Manhattan and have brought in- 
fluence to bear to have a man of their 
own selection made’ Bridge Commissioner, 
it has been thought that Mr. Tully, who 
originally was slated for this place, might 
become Charities Commissioner as _ the 
representative of Brooklyn, and this se- 
lection seems likely to stand in spite of 
Mr. Haggerty’s objections. The appoint- 
ments of the Deputy Police Commissicn- 
ers will be officially made at a later date 
by Commissioner McAdoo himself. 

WHAT MR. McADOO SAYS. 

At his residence, 210 West Fifty-seventh 
Street;- Mr. McAdoo made the following 
statement: 

‘The Mayor-elect has done me the honor 
to offer me this important appointment, en- 
tirely unsolcited by me. 

“After deliberation and under the pres- 
sure of those who know me best and who 
have the interests of the city at heart, I 
have accepted the office as a high public 
duty, not to be shirked or evaded, having 
no political or personal ends to conserve in 
the exercise of its powers, and deeply con- 
scious of its heavy responsibilities and ex- 
acting labors. 

‘For the present all I can promise is 
that the office shall be honestly and cleanly 
administered and with all the efficiency 
of which I am capable, and for the best 
government of this great community. 
When. I assume the office 1 will probably 
have something to say as to the policy 
which will characterize the new admin- 
istration. 

‘In this connection I ought to add that 
Mayor-elect McClellan and I are in most 
earnest accord as to the character of the 
new police administration, and in this have 
the hearty support of the Democratic or- 
ganization.’ 

There was no definite information last 
night as to further appointments, although 
Miyor-elect McClellan intimated that to- 
night he might have some further an- 
nouncements to make. It is generally be- 
lieved that the Charities and Bridge Com- 
missioners will be named within the next 
forty-eight hours, and that announcement 
will be made of the appointments of John 
T. Oakley to be Water Commissioner. Dr, 
H, A. CC, Anderson to be Health Commis- 
sioner, and some other minor appointments, 
possibly that of his secretary, which posi- 
tion has not as yet been filled. The slates 
of Borough Fresident-elect John F. Ahearn 
and of Sheriff-elect Mitchell L. Erlanger 
have been held back until the Mayor-elect 
completes his list of appointments, so that 
the offices under the control of these two 
officials may be used as sort of consola- 
tion prizes for those who are disappointed 
by being left off the main slate. 

Among the four appointees made by the 
Mayor-elect last night only one, Feather- 
son, is a Tammany district leader,*and one 
other, Hertle, resumes the place he held 
under the Van Wyck régime. All four men 
come from Manhattan Borough, as did the 
five appointees previously named. 


MR. McADOO'S CAREER. 


William McAdoo, whom Mayor-elect Me- 
Clellan has named for Police Commissioner 
of the city, began his career in somewhat 
humble surroundings in Jersey City about 
fifty years ago. He was born in the North 
of Ireland, but his father settled in Jersey 
City so early that the new Police Commis- 


sioner graney has no recollection of an 
earlier home than the one in New Jersey. 

His father opened a real estate office on 
the Heights, as old Hudson City was called, 
but business was not booming, and his

yhen Mr. McAdoo as a youth sought an

he began his studies. His pen was as 
ready as his tongue, and he found it pos- 
sible to make up for the financial short- 
comings of his law office work by writing 
for the local newspapers.

Adoo had agreed formally to present his 
name to the Congressional Convention, The 
nomination of Mr. McAdoo in his place 
‘made Mr. McDermott the young man’s im- 
placable and relentless foe. Mr. McAdoo, 
who had only just attained the Constitu- 
tional Congressional age, felt proud of the 
distinction that had come to him, but he 
insisted upon being plain “ Billy,”” as his 
friends had always called him, and came 
so be known all over the State as “ Plain 
“Ags 

The title rather caught the fancy of the 
electors, and “Plain Billy’ cam- 
paigns resulted in his selection for three 
other terms to the seat in Congress. By 
the time he wanted the fifth term the 
McDermott influence had become dominant 
in Hudson County politics, and the door 
was closed to him. 

In Congress, however, he had won the 
admiration of Mr: Cleveland, who was then 
serving his first term in the Presidency, 
and when the Jersey leaders refused to let 
him go back to Congress, the President, in 
his second term, gave him a consolation 
prize in the shape of the Assistant Secre- 
taryship of the Navy. 

Mr. McAdoo for the past few years and 
during the recent campaign was one of 
the ieading orators in half of the elec- 
tion of Col. McClellan. He is engaged 
in the practice of law in this borough, with 
offices at 25 Broad Street. He is connected 
as counsel with the building of the Hudson 
and Manhattan tunnel which has received 
franchise rights to tunnel under the Hud- 
son River from Exchange Place in Jersey 
City ‘to the foot of Cortlandt Street, Man- 
hattan, and to effect connections from that 
point with the lower Broadway spur of the 
rapid transit tunnel. 


THE OTHER APPOINTEES. 
Maurice Featherson, who has been ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Docks and Fer- 
ries, is an ex-State Senator and the present 
Tammany ieader in the Twenty-elghth As- 
sembly District. He is a native of New 


York City, and wags born in 1862, being 
educeted in the public schools here. Start- 
ing in life as a machinist in the Fire De- 
partment, and finally becoming a master 
machinist in the department, Featherson 
drifted into pol:tics, and for several years 
has been the leader in his district. He is a 
member of the Tammany Society, of_the 
Democratic Club, and of the Cherokee Club, 
the Tammany organization in his district. 

He was elected to the State Senate In 
1895, his district, the Eighteenth Senate, 
teing overwhelmingly Democratic. In 1898 
he again was renominated and re-elected, 
serving through the session of 1990, at 
which time Victor J. Dowling was made 
his successor. Mr. Featherson is the Presi- 
dent of the New York Sand and Gravel 
Company, and has been prominently con- 
nected with the Uvalde Asphalt Paving 
Company, both of which concerns have 
during the last few years been prominently 
identitied with city work. 

John C. Hertle, the new senior Commis- 
sioner of Accounts, held that position 
throughout the Van Wyck administratiwn. 
He was born in this city in 1851, and al- 
ways has been identified with Tammany 
Hall. He also :s a member of the Demo- 
cratic Club. 

William Harmon Black, the junior Com- 
missioner of Accounts, is a native of Atlan- 
ta, Ga., who came to this city about six 
years ago. He is a practicing attorney, 
with offices at 100 Broadway, and is the 
counsel for the American Audit Company. 

e is a member of the Southern Society, 
the Confederate Veterans’ Sons, and ts 
about thirty-five years old.

COMMENT ON APPOINTMENT. 


Commissioner Greene Says His Suc- 
césor Is a Strong Man, but Dr. 
Parkhurst Does Not Think He 
Will Be Strong Enough. 


Pélice Commissioner Francis V. Greene, 
when he was informed last night of the 
appointment of William McAdoo as his suc- 
cessor, said: 

“Mr. McAdoo is a very strong and able 
mah. I know him but slightly in a personal 
way, although very well by reputation. 
Some years ago I met him. His reputation 
is of the very highest.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, when 
seeh at his home, 133 East Thirty-fifth 
Street, last night had this to say regard- 
ing the appointment of Mr. McAdoo: 

“I judge that a great mistake has been 
made. While Mr. McAdoo has been men- 
tioned for the place for the past two weeks 
I understood two days ago that another 
man was to be given the appointment. 
The announcement is a surprise to me. 

“Having known Mr. McAdoo for a long 
time I have great respect for his character. 
I doubt if a purer hearted man could have 
been selected. It is doubtful if Mr. McAdoo 
has the clear realization of his undertaking 
now, that he will have three months hence. 
The very fact that he is a man of integrity 
puts him at once in direct antagonism with 
the controlling spirit of the police force. 

“Tammany was put back in power with 
the expectation that it was to be reim- 
bursed for its devotion to Tammany’s tick- 
et. There will be a degree of resentment 
on the part of the rank and file of Tam- 
many to the pursuance of any policy that 
will tend to prevent them getting what 
they expected to get when Tammany was 
victorious. 

“A serious question confronts us. With 
ali of his integrity, does Mr. McAdoo know 
enough about the police force to be able to 
outwit the element in Tammany that hopes 
to make the police force the means of grat- 
ifying its graft ambitions? 

“Gen. Greene knew nothing about the 
police force when he took office. The 
course he pursued was this: He adopted 
the military plan, and did not come in per- 
sonal touch with any except his immediate 
subordinates. All officers were expected 
to respect their immediate superiors. This 
policy is all right, providing you have a 
force that is working harmoniously to at- 
tain the ends for which a police force is 
organized. But that is not the case in New 
York. There are a few white sheep and 
many black ones. A chief to be successful 
must make his own rsonality felt up and 
down the ranks of the force. 

**In order to succeed, Mr. McAdoo must 
make every patrolman on the force realize 
that he is the man who is administering the 
whole business. : 

“The thing to be proved is that he is 
able to do that, and I haven't the slightest 
idea that Col. McClellan and C. F. Murphy 
would ever have selected him if they sup- 
posed he was capable of carrying out this 
policy. 

“If they had supposed that he was going 
to be able to outwit their vicious intentions 
he would never have been appointed."

MYERS ATTACKS GREENE 
ON GAMBLING ISSU 


Preacher Furnishes Long List of 
Alleged Poolrooms. 


Commissioner Says Letter Was Written 
in Bad Faith and Not with the 
idea of Aiding Police. 


The Rev. Dr. Cortland Myers, President 
of the New York Society for the Enforce- 
ment of the Criminal Law, has addressed 
an open letter to Gen. Francis V. Greene, 
Pelice Commissioner, declaring that it is 
not true that he will hand over a clean and 
corrected city to the McClellan administra- 
tion, and giving him a list of 59 places in 
Manhattan and 15 places in Brooklyn where 


gambling on the horse races may be car- 
ried on. 


“We ask you now, on your going out of 
office,’’ the letter continues, “‘ to close these 
places, and do so with evidence sufficient 
to convict, and don’t leave the city in as 
bad a conditfon as when you took office, 
which it now is.” 

Dr. Myers denies that the society has any 
political affiliations, but is opposed to 
“every form of sham and pretense, no 
matter by whom they are made.”’ 

“Nearly a year ago,” says the letter, 
se * 

you were notified by us of the existence 
of a number of poolrooms and gambling 
houses in this city and most of these 
places are still doing business at the old 
Stands, 

“There is no doubt that these places 
now are openly carrying on their business, 
notwithstanding your assumption concern- 
ing a clean city and an efficient and honest 
police."’ ° 

Gen. Greene is directly charged with al- 
lowing this violation of the law, and is 
asked if it is his purpose to have his friends 
make some demonstration against the re- 
Sorts referred to after Jan. 1 to lead the 
public to believe that they have reopened 
with the new administration. 

“You have until Jan. 1 to close these 
places,’’ the letter continues. “We now 
call on you to close them. They exist. 
Your department has had the knowledge for 
nearly a year. Some of your Captains and 
some of your 6fficers must have the knowl- 
edge—now close them. Give the incoming 
administration that clean condition which 
you claim exists.”’ 

Gen. Greene is reminded that he has the 
aid of a vigorous District Attorney, and is 
asked, in closing, not only to raid the 
places, but to obtain evidence sufficient to 
cenvict. 

Gen. Greene, when seen last night at his 
home, 33 East Thirtieth Street, said: 

*“*Mr. Cortland Myers’s letter, dated Dec. 
24, was lithographed several days in ad- 
vance and distributed on Dec. 23. One of 
the oe My copies was sent to me this 
evening. The total lack of good faith in 
his letter is so evident that it calls for very 
little notice. If Mr. Myers were really de- 
sirous to aid me in the work of suppressing 
poolrooms, which has been carried on so 
vigorously during the last year, he would 
go about it in a very different manner. 

“ Other societies for the enforcement of 
law have in good faith co-operated with 
the Police ~% Ey but their method of 
co-operation is to bring to the department 
a Hst of the suspected places and ask the 
assistance of the police, which has invari- 
ably been given, to get the evidence, pro- 
cure the warrant, make the arrest, and lay 
the evidence before the District Attorney, 
all without giving out through the news- 
papers to the gamblers what their plans 
are. 

‘The absurdity of sending an open let- 
ter to the press calling upon the police to 
close up seventy-five poolrooms in one 
week is too evident for comment. Pool- 
rooms are not closed by the police—they 
are closed by the courts on conviction of 
the offender. The business of the police is 
to get the evidence. They have no power 
to cluse the place. 

“During the last year more evidence of 
this character has been submitted to the 
Magistrates and to the District Attorney 
than at any previous time in the city’s his- 
tory, and at the present moment a large 
portion of the District Attorney’s force is 
engaged in trying cases of peocemy this 
nature on evidence furnished by the police. 
I believe there are sixty or seventy such 
cases now on the calendar awaiting trial. 

“While Mr. Myers has frequently been 
invited to come to my office, he has not 
done so, and the only time I ever saw him 
was at the children’s parade in Brooklyn 
last Summer, when he came forward to 
meet me, and was most effusive in his 
praise of my conduct of the Police Depart- 
ment. The counsel of the society, John R. 
Walker, came to see me several times last 
Spring, and his assistance and co-opera- 
tion were most heartily welcomed 

**I took occasion, however, to inquire at 
the District Attorney's office, of some of 
the Judges of Special Sessions, in the De- 
tective Bureau, of the officers of similar 
societies, and of the newspaper men fa- 
miliar with such subjects with regard to 
the character of the Superintendent and 
employes of this society, and the answer 
which I got in every case was that these 
employes were, to put it mildly, not above 
suspicion. 

* Notwithstanding this, every clue which 
has been given by Mr. Myers’s society has 
been followéd up, care being taken to serve 
the warrants and make the raids without 
the knowledge of his employes. In some 
cases convictions have been secured; in 
others the evidence has failed, but the 
point I wish to make plain is that every 
particle of information or clue or evidence 
submitted by Mr. Myers’s society has been 
utilized for the purpose of enforcing the 
law, and wherever it has seemed probable 
that there was any neglect of duty on the 
part of the police in connection with this 
evidence, as there was in two cases in 
Brooklyn, the police officials who were 
responsible have been placed on trial. 

“Without consulting the records I cannot 
speak positively in eager’ to the particular 
places named in Mr. yers's letter. I am 
under the impression that a large number 
of them have been raided; that in seme 
cases convictions have been obtained, and 
that other cases are pending in the District 
Attorney's office. In other cases the evi- 
dence has failed, and in some others evi- 
dence is now being obtained. 

‘Without regard to the good faith or 
bad faith of, this letter, reports will be 
immediately called for from every precinct 
Captain with regard to each of the places 
named, and the Captains will be called 
upon to state what steps they have taken 
or are now taking to enforce the law at 
these places. 

“It has not been claimed by me or any 
one representing me thet gambling has 
been completely suppressed in this city, but 
it is claimed, and the records of the Police 
Department and the District Attorney's of- 
fice abundantly pons it, that an unprece- 
dented number of gambling cases have been 
placed in the hands of the District Attor- 
neys of the various counties during the 

resent year; that an unprecedented num- 
bor of convictions have been obtained, and 
that gambling has bten kept at a minimum. 

“In so far as Mr. Myers desires, and is 
willing to co-operate in this work, his co- 
operation is: welcome, Such letters as he 
may write with other motives will be 
treated with the contempt which they de- 
serve.” 

Gen. Greene said he would make no fur- 
ther reply to Dr. Myers’s letter.

FITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 23.—Typhoid 
fever is rapidly increasing in this city, and 
threatens to take on the character of an 
epidemic. For the first twenty-two days 


of December there were 410 cases, and 
during the last twenty-four hours forty- 
rune new cases were reported. This breaks 
all previous records. he disease is viru- 
lent, and a large proportion of those taken 
ill are dying.

BALTIMORE RECEIVER WINS. 


Secures Possession of Securities 


Pledged to Maryland Trust. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 23.—Under an order of 
court, Receiver McLane of the Maryland 
Trust Company has secured posseggion and 
clear title to securities of the V@@a Crug 
and Pacific Railway, pledged with the 
Maryland Trust as security for its advances 
to the railroad. The full amount of these 
advances, including $910,516 interest, is 
$6,224,588. 

Alfred Bishop Mason, promoter and first 
President of the railroad, made claims for 
several hundred thousand dollars against 
the railroad. His resignation was accepted, 
and H. B. Pegram succeeded him. The 
order of the court gives Mason thirty days’ 
notice to respond with a better offer than 
the $6,224,588. 

If Mason responds, which is unlikely, it 
would of ¢colirse quickly adjust the affairs 
of the trust company. If he does not, 
which is expected, then Receiver McLane 
will be in position to sell the railroad 
without notice to Mason. 

The securities of the railroad, all of 
which are held by the trust company, con- 
sist of $5,000,000 fifty-year 5 per cent. gold 
bonds, $2,500,000 of first preferred stock, 
$2,500,000 of second preferred stock, and 
$5,000,000 of common stock.

CONNERY GIVES UP OFFICE. 


Declining Reappointment to Board of 
Education, He Criticises the 
Present System. 


Thomas B. Connery wrote to Mayor Low 
yesterday, declining reappointment as a 
member of the Board of Education for 
reasons which he previously had communi- 
cated. In his letter, Mr. Connery said: 


For more than a year the conviction has been 
borne in on me that our system is faulty at the 
top, owing to unseasonable ambition to improve 
or perfect the course of study, at the cost of 
larger and more important interests. Examples 
of this could be adduced in many directions, but 
I shall content myself with one Illustration of 
the point. At the beginning of the present 
school year, last September, an eighth year 
was tacked on to the already long course. It 
should have been foreseen that at a time when 
the number of children for whom proper accom- 
modation could not be supplied was so enormous 
the tnevitable effect of adding an extra year 
would be to crowd out about twenty thousand 
pupils needing primary Instruction. The eighth 
year class, with its A and B grades, appropriates 
the sittings which would have been available 
for the primary pupils. This is *‘ improvement ”’ 
of the wrong kind, at the wrong season. 

I am unwilling to close my official relations 
with you without repeating what I sald to you 
before, namely, that I firmly believe you 
have still before you a brilliant career of useful- 
ness in the public service—an opinion which, I 
know, is not shared by a certain high political 
authority unnecessary to mention.

Englishman and Guests Will Look for 
Desert Island on Which to Spend 
Winter—Record Passenger List. 


With her port propeller broken and with 
tales of a tempestuous voyage the North 
German Lioyd liner Kronprinz Wilhelm, 
from Bremen, Southampton and Cherbourg, 
reached her dock at 9 o'clock last night, a 
day late. She had on board 1,153 passen- 
gers, the largest number ever brought into 
this port at any time during Christmas 
week. Most of the passengers in the first 
and second cabins were returning to vari- 
ous parts of this country to spend the holi- 
days. For that reason the Kronprinz, 
which, entering port-\as late as she did, 
under ordinary circumstances would have 
been detained at Quarantine over night, 
was brought up to her Hoboken pier. To 
meet the emergency, Deputy Collector of 
Customs Bishop sent eighty customs offi- 
cers to inspect the baggage. They worked 
until long after midnight. 

The liner lost one blade of her port pro- 
peller when three hours out from Cher- 
bourg. The accident made it necessary to 
reduce her speed. Under ordinary weather 
conditions she might have made nineteen 
knots an hour, but the heavy easterly gale 
which prevailed during most of the voyage 
and on Sunday night reached hurricane/ve- 
locity and stirred up a tremendous sea, 
which compelled a further reduction of 
speed. Her average speed during the trip 
was 17.73 knots, against 22 on the previous 
voyage. The officers of the ship could give 
no explanation of the cause of the accident. 

The damage to her propeller was not the 
only mishap the big liner encountered. On 
the third day out from Cherbourg, a Greek 
steerage passenger, George Koloves, who 
had boarded the ship at the French port, 
developed smallpox. He was promptly iso- 
lated in the smallpox ward of the ship’s 
hospital. On arrival at Quarantine, r. 
Doty held the ship for two hours while the 
patient was removed to the Kingston Ave- 
nue Contagious Hospital, and twenty-four 
of his feliow-passengers were taken to 
Hoffman Island for observation. The ship’s 
hospital and steerage were disinfected. 

Among the passengers were Secretary 
Bobroff of the Russian Embassy at Wash- 
ington, City Magistrate Barlow, who re- 
turns from a_ six weeks’ pleasure trip 
abroad; Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, Jr., who 
has been at school in England and returns 
home for the holidays; Mr. and Mrs. Goelet 
Gallatin, Sidney and Michael Herbert, sons 
of the late Sir Michael Herbert, who come 
to this country to spend the holidays with 
their mother; Dr. Ernest Harris, United 
States Consul at Formosa; A. B. Scott and 
wo Alys P., Beott.

He 
brings with him as his guests Henry Tun- 
stall-Moore and Miss Blanche Hannay, who 
will share the Robinson Crusoe experience 
with him and his wife. The party will go 
to Miami, Fla., to-day, and there they will 
charter a small yacht and go in quest of 
their island. When this is found they plan 
to send the vessel away, build a camp, and 
live in complete isolation, with a couple of 
ere “ Fridays,” for the rest of the Win- 
er.

BLUECHER HIT BY FREIGHTER. 


Hamburg-American Liner Rammed by 
Unknown Steamship—Capt. Denies 
Report of Panic in Steerage. 


* The Hamburg-American Line steamship 
Bluecher arrived here yesterday morning 
‘with several holes in her forward port 
plates, received in a-collision with an un- 
known freight steamer while the Bluecher 
was leaving the North Sea on her way to 
Cherbourg. The accident occurred on Dec, 
12, the night of the day on which she left 
Hamburg. 

A heavy fog hung over the water. The 
foghorn was blown at frequent intervals, 
but the foghorn of no other vessel was 
to be heard, when suddenly at about 10:30 
the lights of the freighter were seen a 
short distance ahéad and a little on the 
port side, making directly across the course 
of the big steamship. The Bluecher did 
not reduce speed, her officers- expecting 
the freighter would give her right of way 
or else that, going at full speed as she was, 
the Bluecher could pass the other ship 
without accident. 

The freighter kept on her course, until it 
Was seen by those on the liner that a col- 
lision was inevitable. When the two ves- 
sels were but a short distance apart the 
Bluecher swung off, working on to a course 
parallel to that of the other vessel. The 
freighter did not begin to turn away until 
a minute before the collision, when the 
/Bluecher’s bow was directly ahead of her. 

The freighter struck the Bluecher about 
forty feet abaft the stem on her port side, 
and then swung off, going ahead again at 
omce, and disappearing in the fog before 
those on the Bluecher had time to ask if 
#he was damaged. When the accident oc- 
curred all of the passengers, with the ex- 
ception of several from the first cabin, 
were in their staterooms asleep. None but 
the officers on the Bluecher had seen the 
other vessel, and the people in the smoking 
room knew of the collision only because of 


the shock. They went running out on deck

Kopff made an examination of the 
place. where the other vessel had struck 
the Bluecher, and found that twos«plates, 
one of them a few feet above the water 
line, had been hit so hard that they had 
been stove in, leaving in each a ragged 
opening of small size.

Captain, Denouncing His Arrest, Says It 
Is Part of a Plan to Blacken 
His Character. 


Enraged at what he considered unfair 
treatment of himself since he was arrest- 
ed last Monday, charged by his wife with 
the unlawful retention of her diamond 
necklace, Capt. John A. Fysh, speaking 
in his own defense in the Jefferson 
Market Court before Magistrate Flammer 
yesterday, denounced the action against 
him as having been instituted primarily to 
blacken his character, so that Mrs. Fysh 
might more easily obtain a divorce. 

This outburst followed a lengthy cross- 
examination of Mrs. Fysh by F. A. K. 
Boland, his counsel, answers to whose 
questions had been repeatedly disallowed 
by the Magistrate, and who was forbidden 
to place in evidence documents which, he 
said, bore “directly and vitally’’ upon 
the question at issue. The Magistrate 
reserved his decision until this afternoon, 
when the summing up will take place. The 
defendant’s bail was reduced from $10,000 
to $3,500, in default of which he again was 
remanded. 

Assistant District Attorney Kresel was 
present, representing the District Attor- 
ney’s office, and Lawyer Hugh O. Pente- 
cost acted as Mrs. Fysh’s personal attor- 
ney. Mrs. Fysh was the first witness 
called. In answer to Mr. Kresel’s ques- 
tions, she described in detail the missing 
necklace, saying she bought it herself, .pay- 
ing more than $5,000 for it, and that she 
had owned it for four or five years. 

Mr. Boland asked Mrs. Fysh where she 
had lived at different times, and with 
whom. Some of these questions the wit- 
ness answered, while in response to others 
she said she didn’t know, that she had for- 
gotten. Magistrate Fiammer refused to 
permit this line of cross-examination. Mrs. 
Fysh was reluctant to admit that the Cap- 
tain had contributed to her support, al- 
though she said she did not doubt that he 
had. She knew he had been wounded in 
the Boer war, on account of which he was 
drawing a pension from the British Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Boland then asked the witness if it 
wasn’t a tact that she went to the resi- 
dence of a Miss Irwin, her cousin, at 60 
West Tenth Street last Sunday night, and 


while there was induced to institute pro- 
ceedings against her husband and to retain 
Mr. Pentecost as counsel.

COLOMBIA IS CAUTIONED 


Warned of Danger of Attack on 
Panama. 


Gen. Reyes Tells His Government That 
War on Panama Means War on 
the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—‘* War on Pan- 
ama means war with the United States,"’ 
is the substance of cablegrams which Gen. 
Rafael Reyes, the Colombian Minister, is 
sending to the Bogota Government and to 
his more influential followers throughout 
Colombia. 

Realizing the gravity of the asjtuation 
Gen. Reyes is endeavoring to bring the 
Colombian people face to face with the sit- 
uation as he knows it here. He is convinced 
thht the United States will not permit a 
Colombian army to land within the terri- 
tory of Panama. 

Gen. Reyes, with the assistance of Dr. 
Herran and the American lawyer whom he 
has employed, is actively engaged in the 
preparation of his communication to the 
State Department. He is not certain when 
this will be completed, but no time will be 
lost in presenting it to Secretary Hay. 

Heretofore Gen. Reyes has not been in 
any hurry to complete his mission in Wash- 
ington, thinking that in the meantime the 
war feeling in Colombia would subside. 
Dispatches, however, which he has received 
from President Marroquin and from influ- 
ential Colombians have caused him to has- 
ten his work, and it is his present intention 
to return to Colombla and assume personal 
command of the army as soon as he has 
filed his statement at the State Depart- 
ment. 

In Colombian quarters it is pointed out 
that unless Gen. Reyes soon returns, the 
war party in Bogota will gain the upper 
tard, and his hitherto predominant influ- 
ence there will be seriously injured. 

The following cablegram was received at 
the Navy Department to-day from Rear 
Admiral Coghlan, dated Colon: 

“Mayflower reports met with Pinzon 
carrying 300 men and munitions bound for 
base at Titumati.” 

Rear Admiral Walker called on _ the 
President to-day and reported that in his 
opinion it would be expedient to leave to 
the marines the protection of American 
interests in the Republic of Panama, and 
that it was unnecessary to anergy 4 the 
force of marines already in Panama r in 
Isthmian waters. He added that, while 
the marines were welcomed and their pres- 
ence realized to be for the best interests 
of the republic, the sending of regular 
troops might cause a feeling of uneasi- 
ness. 

Despite the report made by Rear Admiral 
Walker, the probability is that two more 
battalions of marines will sail next week on 
the Dixie from Philadelphia for Colon. It is 
felt at the Navy Department that it will be 
well to have a sufficient force in Isthmian 
waters to permit of frequent reliefs for the 
force ashore. 
the question will be definitely decided. 

The official announcement # made that 
Col. Elliott, commanding the Marine Corps, 
will go to the Isthmus, as the Administra- 
tion wishes him to make a thorough in- 
spection of conditions there, both from a 
military and a sanitary standpoint. The 
Dixic will also carry a ‘number of rapid- 
fire guns. Commanding the two battalions 
will be Lieut. Col. William P. Biddle and 
Lieut. Col. L. W. T. Waller. 

It is expected that the Dixie will sail 
from Philadelphia on Monday. A_ lon 
cablegram was prepared for Rear Admira 
Glass to-day under the personal super- 
vision of Secretary Moody. -It was large- 
ly one of inquiry as to conditions on the 
Isthmus and the probable need for more 
marines. On Rear Admiral Glass’s reply 
will depend to some extent the departure 
of the two additional battalions.

THE DE HIRSCH MONUMENT. 


Model Exhibited at National Arts Club 
—~Dr, Hillis and President 
Cantor Speak. 


The new model for the monument in the 
Central Park wall at Fifth Avenue and 
Seventy-secorl Street was shown last night 
at the National Arts Club, on West Thirty- 
fourth Street. George E. Bissell is the 
sculptor, and Charles R. Lamb the archi- 
tect. The Baron de Hirsch Monument As- 
sociation, of which ex-Postmaster General 
Thomas L. James is President, was formed 
to build the monument in honor pf Baron 
and Baroness de Hirsch, and the meeting 
last night was under the auspices of the 
society. 

Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, Jacob A. Can- 
tor, Charles De Kay, and Charles R. Lamb 
made addresses, referring to the spirit of 
philanthropy and art that was represented 
by the monument. The model shows the 
figure of a woman, typifying, Philanthropy, 
with a child at her side receiving instruc- 
tion and enlightenment from her. Under 
the arm of Philanthropy are the profile 
portraits of Baron and Baroness de Hirsch. 

Dr, Hillis told a Roman tale, which he 
said illustrated the spirit of philanthropy, 
which had grown through the ages and was 
nobly illustrated in the model of the monu- 
ment before them. 

Jacob A. Cantor, President of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan, spoke of the influence 
such a monument would have on those who 
viewed it, urging them to be charitable and 
emulate the deeds of those it illustrated. He 
spoke also of the resolution of the Aldermen 
authérizing the Mayor to appoiht a com- 
mission to lay out a scheme of improve- 


ment in the city’s public buildings which 
would prevent inartistic combinations, 

Speaking of the discontent of the poor 
when they saw the ostentation of the rich, 
Mr. Lamb stated that he believed the sight 
of this monument would tend to show the 
poor that they had in fae age 4 many friends 
among the wealthy, and that this would 
tend to bridge the gap between the upper 
and lower strata of society. 

Charles de Kay pointed out in his ad- 
dress that while there had been man 
monuments erected to warriors and poli- 
ticlans, this was one of the few td the 
spirit of peace and. charity.

Bonds to be Issued and Settlement in 
Six Months—The Money to be 
Paid to the Pope.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The settlement 


of the long controversy over the friafs’. 


lands in the Philippines is nearing the end. 
A cabiegram was received at the War De- 
partment to-day from Gov. Taft saying 
that an agreement had been réached to pa'y 
in bonds the sum of $7,239,784 for 391,000 
acres involved in the purchase. 

A conference between Secretary Root and 
Secretary Shaw followed at the White 
Hoduse, and it was decided to issue $7,000,- 


- 000 of 4 per cent. bonds, redeemable after 


ten and within thirty years, to liquidate 
the payment. This is an average of $18.51 
an acre for the land thus purchased. The 
lands were not bought in a lump, but were 
appraised and the sums named ‘represent 
the totals. All the lands are-regarded as 
very valuable as agricultyral properties, 
being mainly sugar, coffee, and hemp pro- 
ducers. The lands will be offered for sale 
early in January. 

The Philippine Government will sell the 
lands to the natives for a reasonable. price, 
giving the occupying tenants the prefer- 
ence and allowing the payments to extend 
over a convenient period of years. Six 
months will be allowed to resurvey the 
lands, examine and verify titles, and make 
all necessary arrangements for the transfer 
to the Government. The bonds will be paid 
to the Pope, and not to the orders in the 
Philippines. The fund will, however, re- 
main in the islands to be used in establish- 
ing churches, schools, and charitable insti- 
tutions under the auspices of-the Church. 

It is expected that there will be a good 
deal of trouble in getting possession of 
Some of the iands. There are several hun- 
dred friars in the islands who claim that 
the proceeds should be theirs, and they 
have resorted to various means to thwart 
the transfer go the Philippine Government. 
In some cases they have hold to fictitious 
stock companies, and in’ others have trans- 
ferred to others in trust... The Pope has, 
however, announced his rule of action in 
the matter to this Government, and there 
is little doubt as to the ultimate success of 
Gov. Taft's project of* securing the lands 
for the people who live on them, and at the 
same time of ridding the islands of the ob- 
jectionable friars. 

Over a thousand friars have departed, and 
there now remain very few that are re- 
ceived by their parishes or have any stand- 
ing whatever in any part of the archipel- 
ago. Following this settlement of the con- 
troversy over the lands of the friars there 
will be inaugurated a policy of sending 
young Filipino students to the United 
States to be educated for the priesthood, 
and there will from this time forward be a 
@rowing disposition to send priests from 
the United States to the Philippines. Span- 
ish priests, it is declared, will no longer be 
sent there by the Church of Rome. 

Cardinal Gibbons, who has been consult- 
ed throughout the negotiations, will have 
control of the details of the new policy.

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CHIGAGO FUNERAL ‘STRIKE 


Undertakers to Ask for Injunction 
Against Strikers. 


If Police Cannot Protect Funerals the 
Militia May Be Called Out—Union 
Not Recognized. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—At a meeting to- 
night of the employers affected by the 
fight between .the Liverymen’'s and Under- 
takers’ Association and the Livery Drivers’ 
Union, which for six days has seriously in- 
terfered with the burial of the city’s dead, 
it was voted to renew business to-morrow 
without reeognizing the strikers, and to 
employ either union or non-union men. 

It was also arranged to apply ‘to-morrow 
morning for an injunction restraining strik- 
ers from.interfering with funerals. 

In anticipation of opposition by the union, 
the employers to-night called upon. Chief of 
Police O'Neill for further police protection 
against violence and picketing. In reply 
the Chief said: 

“The police have been ordered to extend 
you the utmost protection in carrying: on 
funerals. If you have trouble call up the 
nearest police station and if that does not

help, call me up." -Chief O'Neill's plan is 
to have policemen accgmpafy all funerals 
in Chicago.

MUST AID AGED PARENTS. 


Trainer of Vanderbilt Horses, Earning 
$10,000:a Year, Ordered to Con- 
tribute $12 a Month. 


Edward Hughes, the horse trainér,“who 
receives a salary of $10,000 a year: for train- 


ing W. K. Vanderbilt's.horses, was sum- 
moned to the General Sessiéns yesterday to 
show cause before Judge McMahon why he 
should not be-compelled to give a bond to 
insure the payment of $12 a month for the 
support of his aged father and mother. 
The father, John Hughes, is seventy years 
old. The mother, Ellen, is sixty. .The pro- 
ceedings were instituted by the Corporation 
Counsel at the request of the Department 
of Charities. ; : 

A typewritten communication from Super- 
intendent Merwin. of the Bureau of Depend- 
ent Adults; said that the aged Hughes 
couple had applied to the Charities Depart- 
ment on May 14. to compel their. children 
40 support them. Accdorfling. to. Mr. Mer- 
win's statement, Michael Hughes, one of 
the sons, who is married, and living at 28 
Broadway, Brooklyn, was contributing only 
$1 a week toward the support of his father 
and mother, although he had no one except 
his wife to support. Thomas, another son, 
Mr. Merwin stated, was a car driver, living 
at 407 West Forty-sixth Street and earning 
$14 a week, in addition to having an in- 
come from the wages of his own two sons. 
Thomas had been contributing to the old 
couple's support up to Sept. 23 Jast, but 
since then had refused to contribute any 
more. 

“Edward Hughes, the other son,’’ Mr. 
Merwin declared, ‘“‘is residing temporarily 


at his residence on Twenty-third Street, 
Sheepshead Bay. He is the trainer for W. 
anderbilt and is earning about $10,000 

year caring for Vanderbilt's horses in 
France.”’ 

A sawyer who appeared for the horse 
trainer yesterday submitted a letter signed 
by Hughes, in which the latter stated that 
he was a sufferer from rheumatism and 
had all he could do to take care of himself. 

After being convinced that Hughes would 
be placed under arrest if he refused to fur- 
nish the bond, his counsel stated that 
Hughes would willingly pay $12 a month if 
his other brothers were ordered to pay 
something too. Judge McMahon signed the 
order compelling Edward to pay the $12 
and directing the others each to contribute 
$1 a month.

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 23.—Jealous because

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Framework of Thirteenth Regiment 
Armory; Brooklyn, Collapses. 


Seven Men Fall in Crash and Two of 
Them: Probably Are Injured 
) Fatally. 


With a crash that could be heard for 
blocks the walls and: framhework of the 
,old Thirteenth Regiment Armory, which is 
being razed to make way for the new Long 
Island Railroad Station at Flatbush and 
Atlantic Avenues, Brooklyn, suddenly col- 
lapsed yestérday afternoon, falling upon a 
dozen workmen, two of whom were killed 
while seven others were more or less seri- 
ously injured. Two of the injured men, it 
is feared, will\ also die. ° 

The accident caused great excitement in 
the neighborhood, the police reserves. and 
firemen being called out and trolley traffic 
being held up for a time. Superintendent 
William M. Calder of the Department of 
Buildings said last night that he would 
make an investigation into the circum- 


stances of the collapse of the structure. - 


He claimed that his “department had 
warned the contractor that the girders and 
trusses must be removed singly, and by 
means of a derrick, but that this warning 
was not heeded, the structure being pulled 
down with ropes. ° 

@ armory, & large brick building, ex- 
cending from Atlantic Avenue to Hanson 
Place, pn Flatbush Avenue, was bought 
fromthe city a short time ago by the 
Long Island Railroad Company. The com- 
pany intends to build a station on the site 
to connect with the Manhattan-Brooklyn 
tunnel and subway, now building. The 
workmen had removed the roof of the 
building and the side walls down to the 
second -story, the steel framework being 
left standing. The girders and trusses were 
being removed yesterday when the acci- 
dent occurred. 

The men had returned from luncheon 
yesterday afternoon, and had been at- work 
but a short time when the collapse oc- 
curred. A dozen men were mounted on the 
southerly wall at the time. Suddenly a 
half a dozen of the heavy girders fell, car- 
rylng large sections of the walls with them. 
The girders and tons ef brick and mortar 
fell inward, a dozen men being caught un- 
der the mass. A call was at once sent to 
Police Headquarters for ambulances, and 
those of the Cumberland Street, Brooklyn, 
Long Island College, and Seney Hospitals 
were rushed to the scene. Two alarms of 
fire were turned in. There was no blaze, 
but the firemen were needed for rescue 
work. The reserves of the Bergen Street 
Police Station were aiso turned out. 

The firemen went to work with jacks, 
raising the heavy girders and taking out 
the several men who had been caught un- 


der them. Five of the workmen had to be 
released by the firemen, the others being 
able to get out themselves: 

Abraham Bernstein, thirty-five years old, 
living in Allen Street, Manhattan, an as- 
sistant foreman, was found to have been 
almost decapitated by one of the girders. 
He had been killed instantly. 

James Connors, thirty-seven years old, of 
Tenth Avenue and wenty-first Street, 
Manhattan, was taken out in an uncon- 
scious condition. He died in the Brooklyn 
Hospital soon after being taken there. 

Another workman, whose identity was not 
established, received a fracture of the skull. 
He was taken to the Seney Hospital, where 
it was said last night that he would prob- 
ably die. 

Denio Kolichowich of 93 Delancey Streets 
Manhattan, also had his skull fractured and 
is thought to be fatally hurt. He was taken 
to the Brooklyn Hospital. 

Five other laborers were painfully. hurt. 
Four of them were removed to the Cumber- 
land Street Hospital and the other to Seney 
Hospital.

DUAL MANAGEMENT OF HOTEL. 


Guests of the Cambridge Court Get 
Prompt Attention in Conséquence— 
» Proceedings in Bankruptcy 
instituted, 


If any of the guests in the’ Cambridge 
Court Hotel at 146 West Forty-ninth Street 
wanted more steam or any other favor yes- 
terday they got it on the moment, for there 
were two separate and digtinct sets.of man- 
agers on’ the premises, each strivihg hard 
to please. The lessee, Dr. Wallace Clark, 
was not in a position to. give his personal 
attention to the wants of his patrons on 
account of being barricaded in his room on 
the second floor during most of the day, 
but his henchmen -stood about the office 
and divided the. business with the repre- 
sentatives of Hallahan & Ahearn, con- 
tractors, of 218 West -One Hkindred and 
Tenth Street, the owners: of the building, 
who claimed possession. 

The two sets of management stood on 
either side of the main entrance during a 
large part of the day and with competitive 
affability saluted the incoming guests, 

In the afternoon the crisis in affairs. was 
reached when a petition in bankruptcy was 
filed against the Cambridge Court Hotel 
Company, of which Dr. Clark is President, 
by creditors for several hundred dollars 
worth of meats, groceries, and ‘oil. 

The company was incorporated in July 27 
last with a capital stock of $15,000 and 
leased the newly completed building in 
Forty-ninth Street from Hollahan & Ahearn 
at a rental said to be $36,500 a year. The 
hotel was opened in October. Dr. Clark 
became President and Arthur Hickey Treas- 
urer and manager. The trouble with the 
owners came to a crisis on Tuesday even- 
ing when the representatives of the owners 
appeared on the premises and claimed that 
the Clark Company did not have. sufficient 
money on hand to run a hotel of that size, 
and demanded to be shown that the com- 
pany was financially capable. 

Dr. Clark retreated to his rooms on the 
second floor and refused to be ousted. A 


state of siege was maintained nearly all 
day yesterday. 

When the case got to the United States 
District Court in bankruptcy proceedings 
Judge Holt appointed Frederick Wesson re- 
ceiver of the assets’ with the power to 
earry on the business for ten days, and 
leave to apply for an extension of time, It 
was stated that the assets are worth be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000, consisting of fur- 
niture, the lease of the building, and a 
smal]l amount of cash in bank. 

It was said at the hotel last night that 
Dr. Clark was still.in possession of his 
rooms, but had left the building tempo- 
rarily.

The jury in the case of Miss Annie Sim- 
mons, twenty-four years old, who has been 
on trial for two days in the General Ses- 
sions on a charge of making book on the 
races, returned a verdict of guilty yester- 
day afternoon after having been out for an 
hour.

JUDGE DENOUNCES POLICEMAN. 
Urges Indictment of Pape, Who Clubbed 
a Citizen After Handcuffing Him and 


Then Charged Mayhem. 


Policeman Frederick W. Pape, who is at- 
tached to the Alexander -Avenue Station, 
may be indicted on the complaint of a man 
whom he arraigned yesterday for trial in 
Part Ill. of the General Sessions. Judge 
Foster denounced the policeman as “a per- 
son who ought to be in State prison,”” and 
directed the clerk of the court to call the 
matter to the attention of the Police Com- 
missioner, with a view to having the police- 
man dismissed from the force. 

Tho case was that of James Tague, a 
produce merchant, who resides at 81% East 
One Hundred and Forty-fourth Street, the 
Bronx. Tague was placed on trial for 
mayhem, for which the penalty is impris- 
onment at hard labor for fifteen years. 
Just before the case was called Assistant 


District Attorney Lord learned that a grave 
mistake had been made. He announced 
that the prosecution would be abandoned, 
jen the Judge directed that testimony be 
aken. . 

Policeman Pape then swore that at. 1:30 
o'clock on the morning of Oct. 6 his atten- 
tion was attracted to a man who was stand- 
ing on the comer of Brook Avenue and 
One Hundred and Forty-fifth Street. Be- 
lieving the stranger was about to commit 
a burglary he had grabbed the man, who 
proved to be Tague. He had informed the 
man that he was under arrest, but Tague 
fought and tried to get away, and during 
the struggle bit the second finger of Pape's 
right hand. 

nder cross-examination the policeman 
admitted that he and Tague were acquaint- 
ances, and were in the habit of drinking to- 
gether whenever they met. 

Tague limped to the stand, and seemed 
like a may who had been through a long 
siege of illness. He told his aged in a 
straightforward manner, saying that he 
was in thé habit of treating the policeman 
to whisky while he was on the way from 
his home to market. - Uusually hesstood at 
the corner of Brook Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fifth Street waiting for one 
of his stablemen before going to market. 
Pape knew him to be a produce merchant. 
But on the morning of the trouble while 
witness was standing on the corner the po- 
liceman approached him and had an argu- 
ment. Then Pa knocked him down and 

laced handcuffs on his wrists. He be- 
jeved that the policeman had suddenly 
become insane, but made no attempt to Gi: 
away. Pape, after knocking him to his 
knees, and while he had the handcuffs on, 
struck him in the face with the club. 
Tague showed the marks on his wrists 
where the handcuffs had torn the flesh. 
His teeth were also missing, having been 
knocked out by the blows from the club. 

‘““While there on my knees, handcuffed, 
I shouted and begged him not to kill me,” 
said Tague. ‘“ Then when I shouted this 
he grab hold of my throat and was 
strangling me. As I was down with my 
hands tied, I had t® bite his finger to pre- 
vent him from choking me to death.” 

“Tt’s unfortunate that, the policeman 
wasn't indicted,’ remarked Assistant Dis- 
trict psterney Lord. 

“Well,” sald Judge Foster, “it’s not too 
late to indict him now. Let this defendant 
go gnd tell his story to the Grand Jury. I 
wi direct the clerk to send a transcript of 
his testimony to the Police Commissioner. 
This policeman is a disgrace to the uniform 
he wears.” 

Policeman Pape left the courtroom in a 
hurry.

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CUSTOMS CASES DECIDED. 


Lega! Date of Shipment Fixéd by United 
States Court in Malting Case. 


Lawrence, Son & Gerrish have won their 
eppeal from a decision of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, assess- 
ing a duty of 7 cents .a yard apd 25 per 
cent. ad valorem on imports of Chinese 
floor matting from Canton. Judge Hatel, 
fn the United States Circuit Court, yester- 
day handed down a decision reversing the 
board and fixing the duty at 8 cents a 
yard. The lower duty applies under the 
law when the goods are valued at less than 
20 cents a yard. 

The jegal valuation depended upon a4 
question as to the date of shipment. The 
goods ieft Canton when Mexican silver 
dollars, the standard of the invoice, were 
officially worth $0.476, according to the last 
quarterly proclamation of the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the United States. The 
Consular invoice was made out eight days 
later, and the ship stopped for some time 
at Honekorg to complete its cargo, During 
this delay the Secretary of the Treasury 
made a new quarterly proclamation, de- 
claring “Mexican dollars worth 49 cents 
each. Upon the latter basis the invoice 
would establish a value above 10 cents for 
the mattings, and the General Appraisers 
wsed this basis. The court holds that the 
shipment was actually made the day when 
the boat left Canton. 

A decisior by Judge Hazel sustained the 
General Appraisers in classifying imports 
of A. Riegelman as cylinder glass polished 
or bevel The court held that the addi- 
tion of 5 per cent. to the duty, according 
to_P aph 107, was valid. 


Glass-blown blanks were held to be eub- 
to a duty of 45 per cent., as declared 


é the General Appraisers, and not 60 per 
gent. as originally fixed by the Collector 


of the Port. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Meaning of “Chief Value” Ciause De- 
fined by General Appraiser Hay. 


United States “eneral Appraiser Hay 
yesterday overruled a protest by Alfred 
Andresen & Co. of Minneapolis, and inci- 
dentally took occasion to define the method 
of arriving at value in articles of a com- 
pound nature. 

The goods in question were “‘ wool cards,” 
consisting of a fiat board, to which a 
piece of leather is fastened, and in the 
leather are set many five-inch steel teeth. 
The articles were assessed at 45 per cent., 
as manufactured articles in chief value of 
metal, and the importers contended that 
leather was the component of chief value, 
which would entitle them to entry at 35 per 


cent. 

Mr. Hay ruled that in determining the 
component of chief value not only the value 
of the material itself, but the value of the 
lab?r spént in incorporating it in the manu- 
factured article must be considered. He 
declared that it was apparent that the 


labor :n preparing the steel teeth was 
much gréater than that expended on either 
the leather or jthe wood, and-he therefore 
affirmed the original assessment.

COTTON BULLS AT WORK. 


The Brown Ring Bought Largely on 
New Orleans Exchange. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 23.—The predic- 
tion was repeatedly made to-day on the 
local Cotton Exchange that March would 
sell at 14 cents before Christmas. The 
same bulls were at work in the ring this 
morning that startled the business world 
with high prices of cotton last year. W. 
P. Brown was easily the central figure, 
and time and again during the day his 
support came at the right moment to save 
the market from slump. 

At one time during the middle of the 
morning the bears had forced prices down 
about 20 points from the highest level of 
the morning. It was at this time that the 
market needed support and received it. 
Brown's purchases were large. It was esti- 
mated that he bought 10,080 bales of May 
around 13.90, and it was this buying that 
sent it up to 14.03. Brown bought heavily 
in March also. Brown's bidding through the 
morning was on the same colossal order 
that made his a figure in the cotton rings 
in New Orleans and New York last Sum- 
mer.

LETTING UP ON THE PHILIPPINES. 

At last there is prospect that the inane 
application of coastwise shipping law 
to the trade of the Philippines will be 
withdrawn. Mr. Lopce, from the Sen- 
ate Committee on the Philippines, has 
reported favorably a bill to repeal the 
provision of the act of March 8, 1902, so 
far as it applies to interisland transpor- 
As the committee states that 
this transportation must be carried on by 


Wessels belonging mostly to foreigners, 


or else cannot be carried on at all, it is 
fo be presumed that the Senate will pass 
the bill. The House is sure to do so. 
Mr. LODGE’s committee, however, still 
fnsists that after July 1, 1904, all the 
trade between the Philippines and ports 
of the United States must be carried in 
‘American bottoms, except that Spanish 
vessels are to be admitted to the business 
until 1908. The War Department reports 
that there “is now ample tonnage, 
amounting to 140,000 tons, which is 
ready for the carrying trade between 
the Philippine Islands and the United 
States.” The latest official statement 
as to the foreign trade of the islands was 
that only 3 per cent. was carried in 
American bottoms. It would be inter- 
esting to know how large a pércentage. 
of the foreign trade is with the United 


_ States and what effect on freights will 
result from confining it to American 


In any case, the interests of 


‘this country and of the islands, which 
 @emand the lowest freight pricticable, 
_@re far more important than the inter- 
-@sts of American shipbuilders, to favor 
whom this narrow law was passed.

And then came 
the humiliation following the murder of 
the German Minister and the relief of the 
legations, when a handful of armed for- 
eigners, a handful compared with the 
teeming millions of China, overran her 
soil at will, “‘ punitively”’ pillaging, rav- 
aging, and murdering. Now Russia. has 
virtually annexed that province of China 
which was the place of origin of the pres- 
ent dynasty, and this annexation, if it 
stands, is evidently the precursor of the 
partition of the whole empire. And yet 
China sits helpless and lets her battles be 
fought for her by foreign nations, actu- 
ated each by its own interest, without 
aid or comfort from herself. No wonder 
that a Chinam@™ft like Wu TING-Fang, 


who has been enlightened by residence 
abroad, should declare that there is no 
hope for his country and that the only’ 
refuge of a Chinese patriot is in retire- 
ment from public affairs,

THE CANAL IMPROVEMENT. 

Gov. ODELL in the™past has not been 
counted among the enthusiastic friends 
of the 1,000-ton barge canal. It has 
been easier for him to repress his zeal 
than to dissemble his lukewarmness—we 
might even call it his hostility. He has 
a duty to perform now which will test 
the sincerity of his more recent expres- 
sions of interest in the improvement. 

Under the provisions of the Bostwick- 
Davis act authorizing the $101,000,000 
improvement the Governor is required to 
appoint and employ five expert civil en- 
gineers as an Advisory and Consulting 
Board. It will be the duty of this board 
to assist the State Engineer and Super- 
intendent of Public Works, to exercise a 
general supervision over the work and 
progress, and to report thereon from 
time to time to the Governor, the State 
Engineer, and the Superintendent of 
Public Works. In brief, it is the func- 
tion of this board to. see to it that the 
work is well done and that the State gets 
its money’s worth. It is a safeguard 
against extravagance, incompetence, and 
corruption. 

From the enemies of the canal, and 
from wideawake Republicans like Mr. 
GEORGE W. ALDRIDGE, who are the ene- 
mies of no undertaking that has some- 
thing “in it” for them, the Governor 
will be under pressure as to the compo- 
sition of this board. It may be said at 
the outset that any admixture of Al- 
dridgeism in this canal improvement 
would utterly destroy public confidence 
in Gov. OpELL. The public has none too 
much confidence in him as it is. It will 
have none at all if he fails to undertake 
and carry on the canal improvement in 
a spirit of loyal fidelity to the law and 
of obedience to the mandate given him 
by the people on Nov. 3. A popular ma- 
jority of 300,000 in the State of New 
York is not a thing to be trifled with.

INDIGESTIBLE IMMIGRATION. 

Probably the descendants of New Eng- 
landers were somewhat surprised by 
the figures that Mr. WuiTeLaw REeIp 
placed before them at their annual ban- 
quet revealing the extent to which the 
Yankee element, and, for that matter, 
the American element in our population 
seems to be losing its relative impor- 
tance: It is clearly true that the pro- 
portion of immigrants to the total popu- 
latjon has increased in the last three 
years and that the proportion of immi- 
grants from.the backward lands has in- 
creased in still greater degree, while the 
ratio of those from the lands with which 
our own ancestors were most closely con- 
nected has decreaséd. And it is well that 
serious note should be taken as to this 
tendency, and our policy should be 
shaped with reference to it, sHould it 
continue. 

It is, however, to be kept in mind that 
this tendency may be a temporary one, 
and that it is not in harmony. with our 
experience over considerable previous 
periods. The statistics of the Govefn- 
ment show that for the first decade after 
the close of the civil war the annual im- 
migration made up about 42 per cent. of 
the annual increase in population. For 
the next half dozen years following the 
depression of 1873 this percentage fell to 
16. In the four years from 1880 to 18838 
melusive it rose again rapidly to over 
52 per cent. Then it éradually, with 
some irregularity, fell to less than 17 
per cent. in 1898, the average for the fif- 
teen years being about 33 per cent. The 
figures for the period since 1898 are not 
full, but there thas been, as we Rave re- 
marked, a tendency to increase of immi- 
gration and to a relatively undesirable 
character of immigration. But for thirty 
years previous to 1898 it still remains 
true that only one-third of our increase 
in population was due,to immigration. 

The bearing of this fact on the various 
elements in the population is shown by 
a comparison between the census fig- 
ures of 1870 and those of 1900. In 1870 
the foreign-born population was 14% per 
cent. of the total. In 1900 it was. but 
18% per cent. In 1870 the foreign-born, 
added to those born of foreign parents, 
was a little less than 40 per cent.; in 
1900 this same element was not quite 28 
per cent. Our census figures, especially 
the early ones, are not very trustworthy, 
but they are the best we can get, and it 
is sefe to say that the tendency.

It is, nevertheless, quite true that we 
are called upon, and very imperatively, 
to guard our shores intelligently and 
vigilantly’ against the influx of quanti- 
ties and kinds of immigration that we 
cannot readily and surely bring under the 
effective influence of our National ideas 
and institutions. And we are still more 
seriously charged with the utmost .en- 
ergy, care, and fidelity in: maintaining 
and developing the agencies by which 
this influence can be exerted steadily. 
Of these agencies the most important is 
the public schools, and it is literally true 
that-no amount of money is too great to 
spend on these that will make them 
really better, and especially will .make 
them good enough to attract and serve 
all classes of our population. Another 
more indirect but very powerful agency 
that works persistently in the right di- 
rection is our system of the administra- 
tion of justice, civil and criminal, in the 
lower as well as in the upper courts, 
and, perhaps, even more in the lower. 
Liberty under the law is the basis of 
our National life. Our immigrants take 
easily enough to liberty. They need 
education in the sanctity and universal 
obligation of the law and in its general 
beneficence. Everything that tends to 
weaken the sense of this idea of the law 
or to prevent its acceptance is, espe- 
cially for Americans born, an unpardon- 
able offense against the Republic. 


IN THE SECOND DEGREE. 


In the Court of General Sessions on 
Tuesday, before Recorder Gorp, a jury 
found guilty of ‘‘assault in the second 
degree’ two members of the Interna- 
tional Teamsters’ Union for assaulting 
the driver “4 a coal cart who, fa this free 
eountry and this well policed city, had 
the temerity to.deliver coal for his em- 
ployer without reference to the strike or- 
der of a union of which he was not a 
member. These two persuasive missiona- 
ries of organized labor followed the driv- 
er, and at the moment which seemed to 
them propitious leaped from the curb, 
and while one seized and held the horse 
the other enforced his arguments in favor 
of measures for the elevation of labor by 
belaboring the victim’s head with a 
shovel. The driver was forced to draw a 
pistol to defend himself, and that he was 
not killed was due to the fortunate fact 
that he was thus armed. 

If this sort of thing is assault in the 
second degree a definition’of what consti- 
tutes assault in the first degree would be 
interesting. If the driver had been killed 
it would perhaps have been second de- 
gree manslaughter by the same standard 
of graduation. It is easy to understand 
that juries are prone to take a senti- 
mental view of crimes committed in the 
name of labor, but this is dangerous to 
the public welfare, as well as fatal to the 
best interests of the workingman. The 
thug is a thug, no matter what letters of 
marque he carries, and to regard him as 
such will make for good even when he 
acts as the agent of a trades union. 


BOYCOTTING FUNERALS. 

Chicagg so clearly takes the lead in the 
barbarity of organized Jabor that it has 
been a question of some curiosity at what 
point the limit of public and official ac- 
quiescence in the demands of the unions 
would be reached, or whether there was 
any at which, in the official mind, for- 
bearance would cease to be a virtue. _ 

It is gratifying to learn that there is 
such a point and that it is at the at- 
tempt to boycott funerals that a Chicago 
police official draws the line. The strike 
of the drivers in that town has been, in 
all its aspects, one of the most brutal and 
barbarous ever declared. The rights of 
innocent third parties are of no more ac- 
count to the men who are conducting it 
than the rights of “scab” drivers who 
are willing to work on the terms on 
which the union drivers refuse to work. 
Thus far the police have seemed to take 
an attitude of indifference between the 
parties, which involves indifference not 
only to right and wrong, but to lawful- 
ness and lawlessness. But when it came 
ta the pretension that a corpse must re- 
main unburied unless the funeral pro- 
cession met the approval of thé pickets 
of the strikers a police official was moved 
to vigorous and effective protest. He 
made it clear that there were extremities 
of outrage in promoting the demands of 
“labor” which even the Chicago police 
would neither stand nor “ stand for.” 

The showing was none too early. In 
fact, it was very late. If it had not been 
made, the next demand of labor would 
very likely have been that no remains 
were entitled to decent burial which did 
not bear the “‘ union label.”

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Another Exchange of Notes 
May Precipitate War. 


Belief in Berlin and Among Diplomats 
~ in Loadon That Great Britain 
May Also Fight Russia. 


« PEKING, Dec. 23.—It ic positively known 
here that Japan has drawn the line for a 
settlement with Russia beyond which she 
win not make any material concessions, 
and that she is determined to fight before 
ylelding what she considers to be her vital 
interests. 

It is believed that unless Russia con- 
cedes important points another exchange 
of notes will precipitate matters. * 
It is also believed that Japan will refuse 


any arrangement holding in abeyance the { 


question of the evacuation of Manchuria, 
which was one of the terms of the pro- 
posed arrangement recently announced 
from St. Petersburg, and, which it Is now 
supposed, was intended by the Russian 
Government as a“ feeler.\’ 

That there is only a faint prospect that 
war can be averted is said to be the opinion 
of tle two members of the Diplomatic Corps 
at the Chinese capital whose opinions re- 
garding the present condition of affairs in 
the Far East are probably most valuable, 
namely, the Japanese Minister, M. Uchida, 
and the British Minister, Sir Brnest Mason 
Satow. Their views, in fact, are no secret. 

Sir Ernest was connected with the British 
diplomatic service in Japan for a quarter 
of a century. He is one of the greatest 
living authorities on Japanese history and 
literature, and is in constant communica- 
tion with the foremost statesmen of Japan. 
He is quoted as saying that any one who 
imagines that Japan will not fight for what 
she conceives to be her greatest interests 
does not know the Japanése people. 

M. Uchida is an adherent of the “ Young 
Japan Party,’’ and has always advocated 
war, if necessary, to secure the evacuation 
of Manchuria. He ig reported to have said 
that he would be obliged to resign his post 
in the event of Japan agreeing to hold in 
abeyance the Manchurian question, whieh 
would be consenting to the violation of ex- 
pressed pledges given to Japan and China. 

The most dangerous factors in the situa- 
tion are the confidence of the Russian offi- 
cilals in the Far East that a war would 
mean an easy victory for Russia and the 
challenging tone of the Russian officials 
and newspapers. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 23,—The de- 
livery of Russia's reply to Japan is mo- 
mentarily expecfed.

LONDON, Dec. 24.—A dispatch fo the 
Reuter Telegraph Company from Tokio 
Says: 

“Incessant activity prevails at military 
headquarters. The transport and other ar- 
rangements are complete. 

“The Government is calmly awaiting the 
Russian reply, which, it is hoped, will be 
forthcoming without delay.’’ 

Special dispatches to the London morning 
newspapers deal mainly with the alleged 
Japanese naval preparations. 

The Daily Mail’s correspondents admit 
that thp steamers of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha ‘have not yet been chartered, and 
that no mobilization orders have been is- 
sued, but they give a rumor of the intention 
of Russia to seize Shin-Wang-Tao, and say 
that a Japanese squadron of six battleships 
has left Saseho, twenty-five miles north of 
Nagasaki. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent at 
Nagasaki says that the Japanese warships 
are replacing the local soft coal in their 
bunkers with hard Welsh steam coal, and 
that all superfluous woodwork on the ves- 
sels is being removed. 


BRITAIN MAY SUPPORT JAPAN. 


Believed She Will Fight If Japan Is 
Willing to Compromise and Still 
Fails to Reach an Agreement. 


BERLIN, Dec. 23.—The German Foreign 
Office, in estimating the probabilities of 
war in the Far East, fixes its attention at 
this moment on Great Britain rather than 
on Japan, for it is recognized that Japan 
is only waiting for Great Britain to give 
the word before beginning hostilities. 

A new and even portentous element in the 
situation, as it is regarded here, is the ris- 
ing feeling in Great Britain that Russia 
must yield or Japan and Great Britain 
ought to fight her. 

The Associated Press learns from the 
highest diplomatic source that the German 
Government, while still refusing to believe 
that war is certain, ig now convinced that 
if war between Russia and Japan comes 
Great Britain will take a part in it, because 
the British Government looks upon war as 
possibly the only means of saving and re- 
establishing her position in the East. 

Sir Frank Lascelles, the British Ambas- 
sador, who returned here from England 
three days ago, is ‘understood to have 
stated unofficially to the German Govern- 
ment that he believed the British Cabinet 
apprehended that war would result if Rus- 
sia persisted in her present attitude toward 
Japan. 

This expression of opinion by the Ambas- 
sador contained no suggestion that Great 
Britain might participate in the war, but 
great significance is attributed to it. 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—The "British Foreign 
Office declines to discuss the statements 
made in The Associated Press dispatch 
from Berlin yesterday on the ground that 
‘“‘the contingency is too hypothetical.”’ 

At the German and other embassies the 
impression prevails, although it is not based 
on any official communication from the 
British Government, that the Russian-Jap- 
anese negotiations have reached such a 
point that it would not be at all surprising 
f Great Britain expressed her willingness, 
providing Japan aeeees to accept a certain 
specified compromise, to guarantee to back 
up Japan, if necessary by force of arms. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese Minister 
here, in an interview yesterday said: 

‘* Nothing has actually been arrived at be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan regarding 
the course of action Great Britain wil] pur- 
sue in the event of a Russo-Japanes@ war, 
beyond the stipulations of the Ang}0-Jap- 
anese treaty.” 

The Minister, while admitting some such 
arrangement for the support of Japan by 
Great Britain, provided Japan agr to ac- 
cept a certain specified compromise, as sur- 
mised by the German Embassy, said he 
failed to see how Japan’s demands could be 
moderated, adding: 

“IT am getting very pessimistic regarding 
the eventual outcome, but I do not expect 
the question of peace or war to be settled 
until after the new year. If the dispute 
can only be settled by war, the present de- 
lay, of course, is greatly to Russia's ad- 
vantage." 

In common with other diplomats in Lon- 
don,-Baron Hayashi shares the belief that 
Russia's reply is not likey tc be decisive.

Prince Victor Frederick Ernest of Schin- 
burg-Waldenburg, a cousin of the head of 
tie house, was married at Venice in 1897 to 
Prineess Alice of Bourbon, youngest daugh- 
ter of Don Carlos, the Spanish pretender. 
The Prince had previously become a Catho- 
lic; and the ceremony was performed by 
the Patriarch of Venice, now Pope Pius X: 
It is expected, according to dispatches from 
Dresden; that his Holiness will. agree to the 
dissolution of the marriage. i 

It was the Princess who was reported 
some weeks ago to have eloped with her 
coachman, an Italian named Maberni, but 
this report was soon proved untrue, and it 
is said the Princess charged her husband 
with circulating the rumor. She began 
divorce proceedings against Prince Fred- 
erick at Dresden on Nov. 24, partly on the 
ground of bodily injury and forctble de- 
privation of her liberty. 

Remarkable stories of the Prince’s be- 
havior have been current in Dresden. It 
is said his wife was often compelled to lock 
him in his room in order to prevent him 
from contracting new debts. 

The Princess's friends say she was strong- 
ly opposed to marrying the Prince, but that 
Churchmen persuaded her to do so. One 
child has been born of the marriage, Prince 
Charles, eighteen months old. 


PARIS BAKERS’ STRIKE. 


Rigorous Police Measures Likely to Pre 
vent it Spreading to Otitr 
Alimentation Trades. 


PARIS,, Dec. 23:—Early this morning the 
Paris bakers assembled at the Labor, Bx- 
change adopted resoiutions in favor of @ 
strike throughout the baking trade, to be- 
gin to-day; declaring in favor of a general 
strike in all the branches of alimentation, 
and announcing their intention not to re- 


sume work until Parliament suppressed 
the municipal employment agencies. 

The extent to which the other food work- 
ers will join in the strike is still problem- 
atical, but while the indications at first 
were that a considerable number of butch- 
ers, \grocers, and. pastry-cooks would take 
part in it, the determination of the police to 
prevent street demonstrations has had the 
effect of checking the strife and has dis- 
couraged the allied trades from joining it. 
This now leads to the belief that the strike 
will not spread. 

The proprietors of the bakeries say they 
have no fear of a bread famine, as many 
bakers are not participating in the strike 
movement. 


DARING NAVIGATOR KILLED, 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand, Dec, 23. 
The two-and-a-half-ton yacht .Kiaora, 
which its owner, 4 man.named Buckridge, 
attempted to sail from’ New Zealand to 
London by way of Cape Horn, has returned 
here, bringing the story of her owner's 
death.

“Press dispatches from Korea report 
continued disturbances at Mok-Pho and the 
Outbreak of a Tong-Hak insurrection in 
Chol-La Province. 

“The Tong-Haks are a party of malcon- 
tents whose activity was the immediate 
Cause of the war between China and Japan. 

“These reports create uneasiness.” 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 23.—The Tartar Gen- 
eral at Kirin reports that an indecisive bat- 
tle has occurred between four battalions 
of Chinese from Hung-Chun and 1,500 Ko~ 
Yeans who invaded Chinese territory from 
Kyeng-Chung, in'Northeast Korea. 

The habitual extortion of the Korean 
taotais and other provincial officials had 
become in 1894 more exorbitant than previ- 
Ously because the Government, which filled 
its coffers by the sale of offices, needing 
larger sums for military and othe: ex+ 
pénses, frequently changed the officials. 

An association called Tong-Hak, repre- 
senting both Japanese and Chinese influ- 
ences in favor of independence, incited the 
péople of the Southern province of Chol-La 
t6 rebel against their oppressors. A force of 
1,000 sent against the insurgents in May, 
1894, would not fight, and, as the rebellion 
spread into other districts the Korean Em- 
peror, Li-Hi, at the suggestion of Yuan- 
Shi-Kai, then the Chinese Resident at Seoul 
and now Viceroy of Pe-chi-Li and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Chinese army and 
navy, callec upon the Chinese Government 
for aid. Li-Hung-Chnang sent a force of 
2,000 men into Korea. 

Japan protested against this as a violation 
of the treaty between China and Japan 
signed at Tien-Tsin in 1885, which provided 
that both countries should withdraw their 
troops stationed in Koréa, and that in case 
intervention there became necessary in the 
future each power should give notice ‘n 
writing to the other, should withdraw the 
troops immediately order was restored, and 
should not further station them in.

the Balkan agitation, the difficulties in 
the Far East, the complications that 
may arise in Tibet or the Persian Gulf, or 
the cupidities that might be excited by 
the Suez Canal or the Bagdad Railway. 

“ None of these questions is susceptible 
of beisg solved by arbitration. If by 
chance an-award were given on any of 
these vital quéstions who would venture 
to affirm that it would be observed? 

“For that purpose it would be neces- 
sary for there to be universal disarma- 
ment and that those honest gentlemen at 
The Hague should alone possess the mi- 
trailleuses and a few submarines, a state 
of things which would tempt the pencil of 
a Caran d’Ache but cannot be accepted 
by any sober mind.”

"REAR ADMIRAL WHITE DEAD. 
Stricken with Heart Disease in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. 


Rear Admiral Edwin White, United 
States Navy, retired, was stricken with 
heart disease in thé Brooklyn Navy Yard 
yesterday morning while on his way to 
make a social call upon the commandant, 
Rear Admiral Rodgers. The Rear Admiral 
was passing the General Storekeeper’s of- 
fice at ‘Main and Chauncey Streets when 
he suddenly staggered against an iron rail- 
ing and fell to the sidewalk. He was un- 
conscious when picked up and. earried into 
the office. Physicians. were summoned, 
but he died in a few minutes. His death 
occurred on the scetie of the beginning of 
his career as a naval officer, after his grad- 
uation from Annapolis, The body was 
taken to the Naval Hospital preparatory to 
being removed to Princeton, whence he had 
come to visit Admiral Rodgers. He was 
a first cousin of William Allen White, the 
author, but the two never met until four 
years ago. 

Rear Admiral White was born ‘in Ohio 
in 1843, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from that State in 1861. He grad- 
uated In 1864 and performed his first duty 
in the navy in the Brooklyn yard, being at- 
tached to the receiving ship Vermont. He 
was made Lieutenant in 1868, and became 
navigator of the Yantic in the West Indies. 
In 1869 he was promoted Lieutenant Com- 
mander and assigned to the Hydrographic 
Office in the Navy Department. 

In March, 1872, the Kansas took a Niea- 
ragua surveying party under Commander 
Crossman to Greytown. While attempting 
to land Commander Crossman was drowned 
and Commander Hatfield of the Kansas 
took command of the expedition, leaving 
the command of the ship to Lieut. Com- 
mander White. The Kansas went to As- 
ican for supplies, and found there the 

panish warship Pizarro blockading the 
American steamship Virginius. Her com- 
mander asked Lieut. Commander White 
for protection. After examining the ship's 
papers and carefully considering the case, 
Commander White decided that there was 
nothing to warrant her detention by a for- 
eign cruiser. The Virginius and the 
Kansas both got tnder way, the latter with 
her decks cleared for action, and the Pizar- 
ro followed in their wake. It looked as if 
there was to be trouble, but the Virginius, 
a fast boat, soon relieved the situation by 
running out to sea and showing a clean 
pair of heels to the —- 

From 1875 to 1882 he was instructor in 
seamanship at Annapolis. He commanded 
the cruiser Philadelphia when she was sent 
to Samoa in 1890.

Lake 
Shore’s report also shows an increase of 
betterment expenditures by $1,626,212, or 
thrice the increase in dividend. If this 
> expenditure is to be more moderate there 
>is brought into sight an ample fund for 
the benefit of the parent company. Its 
report shows no important change in 
condition, and it has large future neces- 


sities for works already “under way. 


“Genetal conditions cannot’ be so very 


bad when New York Central is able to 
maintain conditions approaching its rec- 
ord, and to tap a nearly inexhaustible 
fund in subsidiary resources. The re- 
mark may be made more general, since 
there are not a few companies which 
can safely reduce their extraordinary 
expenses if there should be any consider- 
able decrease of earnings. 

The cotton market was feverishly 
strong. The suggestion that the ginning 
report’ had become prematurely known 
was shown to be impossible by the state- 
ment in THE TIMEs’s Washington mes- 
sage to the effect that the Census Bu- 
reau would make no estimate of cotton 
unginned, confining itself to a count of 
ginned bales.

WALL STREET TOPICS. 


A Merry Christmas Market.—The wave 
of strength which carried the stock market 
up yesterday and which at times suggested 
a state of mind among traders bordering 
on enthusiasm was by many attributed to a 
desire to put into the market something of 
the holiday spirit. Many ook for some 
such movement as Christmas approaches, 
and it has happened often enough to make 
the expectation a reasonable one. If the 
movement is really one of this character 
to-duy's‘ market must needs reflect similar 
conditions, unless indeed the bears, whose 
covering of shorts doubtless helped along 
yesterday’s advance, should again come 
into control and bring about a Christmas 
market more in keeping with their views 
than was yesterday’s. Such sentiment as 
may attach to the upward movement in the 
few days preceding Christmas seems less 
affecting in a case where the losses of 
bears largely offset the gains of the bulls, 
for such a market is ‘“‘ merry "’ for some in 
proportion as it is gloomy for others. 

°° 

Better Distribution.—Business was less 
concentrated yesterday than it has been 
frequently of late, and the gains extended 
to a large number of issues. The inference 
to be drawn from this fact was to some 
extent corroborated by the statements of 
some commission houses that their busi- 
ness was showing a little improvement. 
Investment buying on a small scale in an- 
ticipation of January receipts was also a 
factor,. though probably not an important 
one, owing to the small volume of such 
business. The large advances in some of 
the high priced stocks, including some in- 
dustrials as well as several railroad issues, 
was due, many thought, as much to a mark- 
ing up process as to investment demand. 
Early in the day there was little suggestion 
of the notable strength which prices de- 
veloped in the afternoon. Transactions in 
the first hour were no larger than they 
had been on Tuesday, and while those in 
the second were slightly better it was not 
until noon had been passed that the radical 
difference from the previous day’s market 
became evident. With the exception of 
some very inactive issues all the stocks 
traded in showed net gains, and the close 
was at or very near the best of the day.

American Sugar was one of the first of 
the stocks in the list to give an indication 
of the day's tendency. The strength which 
it showed early in the day was for a long 
time made conspicuous by the relatively 
quiet character of the rest of the market, 
but in the afternoon all the market was do- 
ing almost as well as Sugar. Some disposi- 
tion was shown to sell the stock when it first 
advanced, but those who did so found scant 
opportunity later on to take the stock 
back. It is said in some quarters that the 
intention of the insiders is to make the 
present movement in the stock an interest- 
ing one, and suggestions are heard that 
the rise is predicated on something more 
than mere manipulation, which, it is said, 
will appear in due time. But most move- 
ments accompanied by some sugges- 
tion similar to this, and news that is held 
back until those who have had previous 
knowledge of it think the time has come to 
take profits is likely to prove the undoing 
of those who thus may be made to buy. 
Like many other stocks, Sugar closed at 
the highest, its net gain for the day being 
3 full points.

Tractions.—For several days the Street 
has heard that the advance in Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, which had been interrupted 
for a while, was to be resumed, and the 
record of the past two days has justified 
the prediction to the extent to which it has 
gone.

Assessment of Eighty Per Cent. 
the Signal for Litigation. 


Talk Also Is Current That the Bond- 
holders Will Bring Suit Against 
the Stockholders. 


The decision of Judge Kirkpatrick, in the 
United States District Court in New Jersey 
on Tuesday, authorizing Receiver Tatnall 
of the Asphalt Company of America to 
make an assessment of 80 per cent. upon 
the stock of that corporation, is expected 
to bring out a stéries of interesting litiga- 
tions. 

The laying of the assessment is the pre- 
Mminary step to the legal battle whether or 
not the assessment shall be paid, which is 
to be fought out when the receiver's suits 
are brought to enforce payment. 

What steps will be taken by those stock 
interests of the Asphalt Company of Amer- 
ica, which stayed outside of the National 
Asphalt Company when the latter corpora- 
tion took up a majority of the stock of the 
older concern, then with $40 out of $50 a 
share unpaid, will be determined by the 
action of Receiver Tatnall. In Newark 
yesterday afternoon Nathan Bijur; counsel 
for Henry Spinks of this city, opposed any 
assessment upon his client. The issue 
whether the few stockholders who did not 
exchange their partly paid stock for stock 
of the National Asphalt Company can come 
under a levy by a receiver is another of the 
issues that will be contested.

HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 23.—Federal] in- 
terference in the matter of the receivership 
of the Windham County National Bank of 
Danielson altered the arrangement of the 
Superior Court, made through Judge Gager 
yesterday, by which Joseph P. Tuttle of 
Hartford was appointed temporary receiver 
under a bond of $20,000. 

‘When Mr. Tuttle went to Danielson to 
assume control of the bank's affairs, and 
presented himself at that institution to- 
day, he found United States Bank Exam- 
iner Barrows of Providence there. Mr.

Oliver Wren, private‘secretary of Charles 
M. Schwab, borrowed $2,000,000 from the 
New York Security and Trust Company in 
the period during which Mr. Schwab was 
augmenting his personal account, prior to 
the drawing of the famous $7,000,000 check 
of Aug. 12, 1902. 

The complaiygants’ counsel has charged at 
various sessions that the money back of 
the big check might have been obtained 
from somebody for the special purpose of 
enabling Mr. Schwab to loan it temporarily 
to Lewis Nixon and D. Le Roy Dresser, 
preparatory to their paying it to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. for the stock of the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company. In order to show that 
Mr. Schwab's possession of the large 
amount was due to bookkeeping arrange- 
ments, Samuel Untermyer, the complain- 
ants’ lawyer, called to the witness stand 
Carroll L. Root; Third Vice President of 
the New York Security and Trust Com- 
pany, and it was in the course. of his ex- 
amination that the story of Mr. Wren’s 
loan was told. 

The banker. though, did not give any tes- 
timony, showing the facts alleged by the 
complainants, but declared that he had no 
reason to believe the moneys were trans- 
ferred to the Schwab account for the pur- 
pose. Incidentally, in spite of objections, he 
was obliged to show the bank ledger tell- 
ing of Mr. Schwab's deposits during the 
first half of August, 1902. 

The acrid dialogue between Messrs. Un- 
termyer and William D. Guthrie reached a 
climax at the close of the hearing. There 
had just been a controversy over some 
minor point, and Mr. Guthrie was looking 
fixedly at his opponent. They were leaning 
over the table toward each other. 

“Why are you gazing at me?” 
Mr. Untermyer. 

** Because you make me very, very tired,” 
Was the response. 

*“* Well, you make my stomach sick,” said 
Mr. Untermyer. 

“I always knew you had a weak stom- 
ach,” retorted Mr. Guthrie.

He repeated some of his 
charges about Charles M. Schwab’s wreck- 
ing the Shipyard Trust. He said that Mr. 
Guthrie’s actions were fantastic and Pick- 
wickian, and that Mr. Guthrie knew he 
(Untermyer) had not given out the private 
correspondence for publication. It was also 
known, he continued, that many copies of 
the correspondence were in existence and 
had been easy to obtain. 

Mr. @uthrie did not reply at length, but 
he insisted upon his right to have the corre- 
spondence matter investigated. Mr. Oli- 
phant, however, ruled in favor of Mr. Un- 
termyer, and the specially called witnesses 
Were permitted tc depart. 

This incident over, the crowd of specta- 
tors had their attention diverted to John 
W. Gates, who had just arrived. Mr. Gates 
had been subpoenaed by Mr. Untermyer, 
but the latter greeted him with the infor- 
mation that it had been a mistake. 

“I wanted your son, Charles G. Gates,” 
he explained. 

The explanation that followed was to the 
effect that Mr. Untermyer knew John W. 
Gates was in Europe at the time of the 
signing of the Harris-Gates-Morgan- 
Schwab agreement for selling the Morgan 
and Schwab shipbuilding securities ahead 
of all other holdings. C. G. Gates, who 
acted in that matter, will be subpoenaed 
in January. John W. Gates left this city 
for Chicago last night. 

There was a lull before the calling of the 
first witness, and Mr. Cuthrie, appearing 
to remember something suddenly, leaned 
across the table toward Mr. Untermyer. In 
a low voice he said he understood from 
John W. Gates that Mr. Untermyer’s clerk, 
acting as a subpoena server, had done the 
serving in the Waldorf-Astoria by using 
his (Guthrie’s) name on a hotel card. 

“Of course I know that was without your 
consent or approval, Mr. Untermyer, and 
that you deem it as reprehensible as I do,”’ 
said Mr. Guthrie.

ASSETS TOO HIGH.. 


According to the books of the company, 
w‘said the witness, the Bethlehem’s surplus 
assets, as made public at the end of April,

supplies in excess of the manufacturing cost 


of the same. This was described as an ar- 
bitrary entry, and had not been written off 
at the time the Bethlehem was sold to the 
United States Shipbuilding Company, but 
after that sale, in the Fall of 1902, it was 
written off. In other words, the surplus 
assets of the Bethlehem concern were 
quoted too high when the shipbuilding com- 
pany was negotiating for the purchase, 
according to the witness.

NIXON REPLIES TO SCHWAB. 


Says That Statement That He Misled

Lewis Nixon, after reading an abstract 
of the cross-bill filed by Charles M. Schwab 
telling the latter's story of his connection 
with the Bethlehem Steel Company and the 
United States Shipbuilding Company, yes- 
terday said:

CUSTOM OF Cars IN ‘STOPPING.—On the 
trial of & personal injury action brought 
in the United States Circuit Court by Henry 
D. Corliss against the Nassau Electric Rail- 
road Company, the controversy was wheth- 
er the car, which it was alleged the plaint- 
iff was attempting to board, was moving 
or at rest. It was held by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, when the case came be- 
fore it on an appeal from a judgment in 
favor of the plaintiff, that evidence of a 
custom of cars to stop at the point where 
the accident occurred The 
court said, in part, by Judge Coxe: The 
plaintiff's right to recover depended solely 
upon his ability to establish the proposi- 
tion that the car was at rest when he at- 
tempted to board it. The fact that the place 
was a designated stopping point for all the 
defendant's cars, and that they all stopped 
there, was strongly corroborative of the 
plaintiff's testimony that the car was not 
moving. Assume, for the purposes of illus- 
tration, that the accident had occurred on 
a steam road—at Tarrytown, for instance, 
on the Hudson River Railroad. Can there 
be a doubt that, in answer to defendant's 
testimony that the train ran through the 
station at Tarrytown without stopping, 
plaintiff would be permitted to show that 
Tarrytown was one of the scheduled sta- 
tions for that train, and that it always 
stopped there? We think not. The plaintiff 
was not attempting to prove negligence in 
stopping or not stopping the car, but sim- 
ply the existence of a rule and custom 
which required that the car should stop at 
that point, and that, in accordance with 
this rule and custom, all the cars of that 
line did stop.”

ALLEGED PURLOINING OF INDICTMENTS.— 
The brief submitted to the Appellate Di- 
vision yesterday on behalf of George E. 
Mills, who was convicted in May last of an 
attempt to purloin the six indictments 
against Dr. Richard C. Flower for obtain- 
ing money by false representations, is a lit- 
tle out of the ordinary in that it contains, 
besides the citation of cases to show why 
the verdict against the convicted man 
should not stand, quotations from Jeremy 
Bentham’s essay on the Principles of Mor- 
als and Legislation and Beccaria’s work on 
Crimes. It will be remembered that when 
Mills attempted to bribe Deputy Assistant 
District Attorney Garvan, a “ job was put 
up ”’ by which he was led to believe that 
for quitevya large money consideration he 
was obtaining from the records the indict- 
ments against Dr. Flower, who was a 
client of his. The counsel for Mills con- 
tend that as it was known beforehand that 
Mills could not possess himself of the in- 
dictments, there could be no crime, and that 
the whole thing was a conspiracy to entrap 
the defendant. The District Attorney, the 
brief says, ‘‘ went far beyond the bounds of 
his official duty, and that such conduct 
must be promptly condemned by the 
courts.’’ A point is made of the fact that 
Mills did not take the indictments; they 
were handed to him. In the case of Regina 
vs. Lawrence, (4 Cox's Criminal Cases, 438,) 
the prisoner applied toa clerk of the pros- 
ecutor to procure him a deed which was in 
the possession of the latter. The clerk 

romised that he’ would do so, but he told 

is master of the request that had been 
made to him, and by his direction he gave 
the prisoner the deed. It was held that if 
the clerk gave the deed into the prisoner's 
hands the indictment could not be sus- 
tained, but that if the clerk put down the 
deed and the prisoner took it up, the evi- 
dence was sufficient under an indictment 
for stealing the deed. The prisoner was ac- 
quitted. On the other hand, District At- 
torney Jerome cites a case in which it was 
held that where a Board of Excise sent 
out informers to make evidence, the board 
could not be considered as _ particeps 
criminis.. There Judge Bacon said of 
the defendant’s claim that he had been 
“trapped ’”’: ‘‘He exercised his own vo- 
lition independent of all outside influence 
or control. Even if inducements to com- 
mit crime could be assumed to exist in this 
case, the allegation of the defendant would 
be but the repetition of the plea as ancient 
as the world, and first interposed in Para- 
dise, ‘The seprent beguiled me and I did 
eat.’ That defense was overruled by the 
great Law Giver, and whatever estimate we 
may form, or whatever judgment pass 
upon the character or conduct of the 
tempter, this plea has never since availed 
to shield crime or give indemnity to the 
culprit, and it is safe to say that under 
any code of civilized, not to say Christian, 
ethics, it never will.”

these. Think of a full-rigged battleship 
two feet long, with wooden guns frowning 
from many turrets and white cotton smoke 
belching from smokestacks, for twenty- 
five not to mention fountain pens 
marked down from $8 to thirty-five cents. 

“Great clearance sale of rubber dolls at 
six cents each. Goods must be sold,’’ hung 
as a sign over a push cart which drew a 
large crowd, and the overflow of ‘trade 
reached to the ‘‘magic coffee strainers" 
displayed on the cart adjoining. 

A realistic snake, which, upon being 
touched the head, uncoiled itself with 
a hissing sound, was going yesterday at 
only five cents, while etchings of various 
religious subjects sold briskly at four cents 
each, 

On numerous carts there were full-fledged 
Christmas trees hung with all sorts of 
and birds in rubber and tin and 

one cent each, while from the 
trees Japanese lanterns could be 
purchased from fifteen cents a dozen. Be- 
the push carts and the store win- 
the sidewalk for many blocks a 


continuous performance was going on, in 
which tin soldiers at a cent apiece, bears, 
lions, tigers, and various other beasts of 
the field and jungle, at from two to fifteen 
cents each, wandered about aimlessly and 
carelessly between the feet of anxious pe- 
destrians, while passers were 
likely to Kick into toy eternity hardy acro- 
bats who turned somersaults at the pull of 
a string or walked about on their hands 
in search of purchasers who had a nickel, 
a dime, or a quarter to spare. 

There were handsome suspenders on sale 
in one truck yesterday at the merely nom- 
inal price of three cents each, while on 
the truck adjoining a fine line of purses 
were to be had at trom ten to thirty cents, 
or, if the choice of the passer-by ran tn 
the directon of fine parlor lamps they were 
to be had at not more than ninety cents 
and not less than a quarter. There was 
truck after truck of dolls of every degree 
of apparent affluence, from the kind that 
close their eyes in sleep, for twenty-five 
cents, to the dear, lovable rag babies at a 
cent apiece. There were doll hammocks, 
too, and sets of doll furniture alongside 
assorted kinds of perfumery and patent 
water-filters 

Throughout the afternoon the entire dis- 
trict was congested with eager buyers and 
no less eager sellers. From every corner 
arose the shrieks of all sorts of whistles 
and trumpets and the roll of toy drums, 
the cackling of painted chickens, the growl 
of papier-mache beasts. On every hand 
were heard the stentorian exhortations of 
the men with wonderful inventions for card 
and coin tricks and button fasteners, and 
when the evening rush hour arrived Fulton 
and Nassau and Ann Streets were barely 
passable. Trucks came into collision with 
itinerant toy bazaars, and Christmas pres- 
ents strewed the streets, but throughout 
the day there was the laughter and chat- 
ter that comes into those serious thor- 
oughfares but once a year. 
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BANK CLERK GETTYS FREED. 


Jury Acquits Him of Charge of Stabbing 
Assemblyman Ulrich. 


William Gettys, the young bank clerk who 
was charged with stabbing Assemblyman 
Frank Ulricn on March 19 last, was acquit- 
ted by a jury in Part I. of the County 
Court, Brooklyn, last night, after the jurors 
had deliberated two hours and a half. The 
verdict caused a great deal of surprise 
samong the friends of Assemblyntan Ulrich 
who were in the courtroom. 

By reason of the assault Ulrich has lost 
his right eye and for several weeks was in 
the hospital. At one time it was thought 
that he could not live. The trouble started 
in a Reid Avenue car, in which Ulrich and 
an ex-Assemblyman were returning home 
from Albany. Gettys, with two friends, got 
on the car, and it was said that their be- 
havior toward two young ladies was ungen- 


tlemanly. Mr. Ulrich, it is said, made a 
protest, and the row in which the stabbing 
occurred took place after Mr. Ulrich got off 
the car, at McDonough Street. There were 
conflicting stories of the fight by different 
witnesses and the jury gave Gettys the 
benefit of the doubt. 


SILVER HIDDEN IN FEATHERS. 


Customs Officers’ Discovery in Baggage 
of a Cabin Passenger. 


Something about the baggage of Nicholas 
Weltman, a cabin passenger on the Rot- 
terdam aroused the suspicion of the cus- 
toms inspectors yesterday, and Weltman’s 
effects, consisting of several trunks and 
a bale about six feet long and three feet 
in diameter, were sent to the Appraisers’ 
Stores for examination. 

The bale was found to be filled with 
feather mattresses and pillows and cloth- 
ing, but the bedding contained more than 
feathers. The inspectors ripped it open 
and found more than a gross of new silver 


spoons, @, couple of dozen ladles, and other 
silver utensils. Several bottles of liquors 
and 2,000 cigarettes, as well as a quantit 
of new knitted wool shawls were found. 
The value of the contraband goods has not 
yet been ascertained.

STRIKE TO GET OLD DEBT 


Walking Delegate of Bricklayers’ 
Union Astoénishes Contractor. 


Is Said to Have Demanded 
Payment of Claim Against Some One 
Else and is Arrested. 


Mulligan 


Capt. Patrick Mulligan, connected with 
the Irish Volunteers, and who is the walk- 
ing delegate of a bricklayers’ union in 
Harlem known as Local 35, was arraigned 
in the Morrisania Police Court yesterday 
on the complaint of Otto Schwarzler, a 
contractor of 611 East One Hundred and 
Forty-eighth Street, who had’ caused his 
arrest on a charge of attempted extortion. 

When Magistrate Crane heard the story 
told by Schwarzler he adjourned further 
hearing in the case for a week, and direct- 
ed the contractor to bring the matter to 
the attention of the District Attorney. 

Accompanied by his counsel, Schwarzler 
went to the Criminal Courts Building and 
related his story to Assistant District At- 
torney Rand. The contractor said that a 
short time ago he purchased a piece of 
property in the Bronx on Wendover Ave- 
nue, near Third Avenue. There was part 
of an old cellar there, and, after tearing 
it away, the contractor started to erect 


a new building. Work was progressing 
rapidly when, according to the contractor's 
story, Capt. Mulligan appeared last Mon- 
day and declared that Bricklayers’ Union, 
Local 35, had a claim against the property 
amounting to $874, which must be paid 
immediately, or he (Mulligan) would order 
the twenty bricklayers there on strike. 
Schwarzler told Mulligan that he (the 
contractor) owed nothing to the union so 
far as he knew, and Mulligan explained 
that it was an old claim which the union 


had stored up against the premises many 


years ago. 

“He said he would give me until 1 o'clock 
that day, Monday, to settle with him and 
pay over the money,” declared the con- 
tractor md 

** Fearing trouble, I went to the Tremont 
Police Station and asked for police pro- 
tection. Detective Loeuer was detailed on 
the case. With me he waited at the build- 
ing on Monday for Mulligan to appear. 
Mulligan came around promptly at 1 o'clock. 
He did not know Detective Loeuer, so he 
started right in to talk business to me in 
the presence of the policeman. He asked 
me whether I was going to pay over that 
$874, and I answered, ‘No.’ ‘ Well,’ said 
Mulligan, ‘if you don't pay up I'll order 
the strike right now.’ I said I wouldn't 
pay such a demand. Then 
declared a strike. Detective Loeuer placed 
Mulligan under arrest, and Magistrate 
Crane held him for examination. 

Assistant District Attorney Rand issued 
subpoenaes for the detective, and also for 
several bricklayers, all of whom were ex- 
amined under oath. They were notified 
to appear to-day for the purpose of testi- 
fying before the Grand Jury. 

According to Mr. Rand's story, the firm 
of Mulligan & Hogan, of which ulligan’s 
father is a member, had a claim against 
the former owners of the premises.

PARK ROW HEARING. 


Borough President Cantor Will File All 
Petitions and Documents for Suc- 
cessor’s Consideration. 


After holding an extended hearing yester- 
day on the question of asphalting Park 
Row Borough President Cantor said that 
he supposed everybody knew that at the 
present time the Borough President's of- 
fice has nothing to do with the street, as 
it is in control of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, and will so remain until the sub- 
way work is completed. He said he would 
have all petitions and documents filed away 
for the use of the new Borough President. 

The hearing resolved itself into a con- 
test between the people who own or rep- 
resent office buildings, with their ten- 
ants, and the men who own trucks and 
have the use of the streets, on the other 
side. The building owners and tenants 
argued that asphalting would make it pos- 
sible to use the middle of the street for 
pedestrians during the more 


periods of the day, when the sidewalks 
are insufficient to accommodate the crowds, 
while the truck owners argued that as- 
phalting the street would prove dangerous 
to the horses and to the people using the 
street. President Cantor said he was with 
the truckmen, and thought Park Row 
should not be asphalted. 

BE. A. Tredwell appeared for the people 
who want the street asphalted, while 
Thomas F. McCarthy, representing the 
New York Truck Owners’ Association, 
spoke in favor of granite blocks for the 
street. E. A. Steilen, an ice dealer, took 
the same view. 


President Fornes Withholds His Vote 
for Purchase of South Brooklyn 
Route by the City. 


Owing to the unwillingness of President 
Fornes of the Board of Aldermen to cast 
his vote in favor of the city’s acquisition 
of the South Brooklyn, or Thirty-ninth 
Street Ferry, until he had looked into some 
of the features.of the proposition, the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund were 
obliged yesterday to postpone final action 
on the matter at ijeast until next week, 
with the strong possibility that nothing 
will be ddne until the new administration 
takes office. The resolution required a 
unanimous vote for passage. 

Controller Grout was much in favor of 
immediate action, and Chief Engineer Mc- 
Lean of the Finance Department made an 
extended report on the proposition, first 
recommended by Dock Commissioner
